of this enterpriſe was ſuch, as made 
the Sultan think his own preſence 
neceſſary to accompliſh ic.  There- 
fore to reeſtabliſh that glory - which 
his Arms had loſt under the Con- 
duet of his Generals, he took the 
field at the head of three hundred 
thouſand men, with ſuch expedition, 
that he prevented the Sophy, and 
forced him to retire after he had for- 
tified ſome places, which were not 
before in a condition to make any 
reſiſtance, Tawrs was the firſt place 
that preſumed to withſtand the $a/tay ; 
and it was ſo vigorouſly defended, 
that it provok'd him afrer he had

rupt the courſe of his Victories, and 
hearkned to: the Propofitions of the 
Sophy, leaving his Grand Viſier be- 
hind him- to conclade the Peace, 
whileſt he himſelf retired to Dama: ; 
where, till the ſeaſon. was fit to re- 
turn into Exrope, he refreſhed: himſelf 
after the roils of War, in' the. Arms 
of a charming Perſian Lady, who far 
out-ſhined all his other Favorites. 
This beautiful Perfian, was Siſter to 
Emir Gumer, Who to obtain the Grand 
Signiors Favor, when he baſely ſur- 
rendered Rewax to ' him, preſented 
him a!ſo with his Siſter Rachimes, The 
effe&t which her Charms had on the 
Sultans Heart, made 'the Sultene(s 
Roxana, who had followed him to 
the Porfben War, extremely Jealous. 
This Princeſs was not wont to ſuffer

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2 Rivalz her- Reign had been lang 
and uncontrolled; and ſhe had often 
ſent the fineſt Women in the Serag lo 
into the other World, ſo ſoon as the 
was informed that they indeavoured 
to ſeduce her Gallant, Amurath be- 
ing acquainted with, and fearing her 
humor, to prevent her reſentmenr, 
and free himſelf from her importu- 
nate Jealouſte, ſent her away before 
bim to. Conflentinople's where all the 
extraordinary Honors that were paid 
her, were not ſufficient to ballance 
her vexation for being ſupplanted by 
another ; burt' not being: able to re- 
venge. her ſelf on her Rival, the re- 
ſolved to fall upon thofe who re- 
joyced at her diſgrace. Her Jealouſie, 
and cruelty made, her formidable to 
all the World ; but none had more 
reaſon to: miſtruſt her than the Grend 
Sipniors Brothers. Bajazet, Orcan, and 
Ibrabim, the two firſt, (whoſe Valor 
equalyd their Birth) were tired with 
her perſecutions : they knew her to be

which threatned them, had hitherto 
kept them from ſhewing themſelves 
juſtly ſenſible of che wrongs which 
the Sultzne Valide their Mother, and 
the Princeſſes their Siſters had- ſuf- 
fered at her hands, bur having learnt

fie Lowe ſhe was Wont to 46; ſhe pro- 
duced a falſe Order of the Sultans, 
and was ſo cruel as to go herſelf (at- 
rended by the Executioners,) to cell 
the unfortunate Princes that ſhe ſa. 
 crificed them to her own hatred ra- 
ther than co the intereſt of Aamurath. 
Bajazet after he had reproached her 
with all her crimes, and given her 
thanks for taking away that life 
which he could not imploy in de- 
ſtroying her, ſubmitted ro the Mutes 
who came to ſtrangle him. 0rcan was 
not ſo-patient; for without upbraiding 
her, he ſtood upon his Guard, and 
having flain two, diſabled two more 
from having any hand in his death, 
which he was forced to undergo at 
taſt as well as his Brother. 

The Murder of theſe two Princes 
cauſed an univerſal ſorrow, and con- 
ſternation ; their Courage had given 
the World great hopes, and their 
deathſo inflamed the People againſt 
the Sultana, that had not the Grand 
Signior arrived, they had torn her

victim to the Public hate. Amurarh 
was received in Triumph, with more 
magnificence than was ever afforded 
any. of his Predeceſſors, after their 
moſt Signal ViQtories. He had left 
Rachima at Damas, Which made Roxans 
believe that ſhe was nov quite blotted 
out of his Heart, and that ſhe ſhould 
ſoon recover her ground. To this end 
ſhe made it her whole bufineſs to ap- 
pear more charming in his Eyes, be- 
ſides ſhe brought him tg thank her for 
the death of his Brothers, as an ex- 
traordinary ſervice, by which ſhe had 
diverted the dangers that threatened 
his.

| began 
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begun to acquit himſelf of his dan- 
gerous Commiſhon, but the Sultans 
Kiozem Amuraths Mother came and 
preſented her (elf to him, together 
with a Slave whom ſhe brought to 
diſcover the Plot, that Roxana had 
formed againſt her Life, The Sultan 
at firſt would believe nothing, but the 
Eunuch whoſe remorſe had made 
him acquaint the Sultana YValide with 
what was contrived againſt her, pro- 
teſted ſo earneſtly that - after he 
had diſcharged his Conſcience of 
thoſe ſecrets which filled him with 
horror, he was not afraid to die, 
that at laſt Amwurath was convinced.

with the Sz/rzy, while he paſſed nn- 
der the Balconies , where he ſaw (e- 
veral Sultanzs.

rite, who being beholden to them for

gifs ſhare, without being jealous even 
to fury, 

He could not indure a preference 
that made him almoſt deſperate , he 
preſumed much on his own merit, on 
the S#/taxs favonr to him, and on the 
authority of his Uncle Ragep Baſſe, 
who had ſucceeded in the charge of 
Grand Vifier, after the death of Acho- 
mat; ſo that (oprog/i was to expett all 
the ill offices that a private man can 
receive from a great Miniſter, and a 
_ Favourite who has his Princes ear: 
but yet having the Sultans on his fide, 
he believed her able to prote& him 
againſt his enemies: And he was fo 
confident of this, that without taking 
any other meaſures, he parted from 
Conſtantinople with the fair Fatima, to

he defervedthe adoration of the peo- 
ple. But who can be innocent when 
merit it ſelf is an oc : wy Grand 
Vifier was wholly ſwayed by his 
6 at; ker, who could not diget 
the affront-which he pretended he had 
received from Mahomet Coprogli, and 
was not ſatisfied with the Govern- 
ment of Syria, which the Grand Sig niwr 
had given him to comfort him for If 
miſſing that of Bar#th, This inſolent F 
Favourite projeted the ruine of co 
progli;but ſeeing that the Su/tens Z ime 
Oey him, policy kept him from 

eclaring himſelf openly againſt him, 

' for fear of diſpleaſing the Emperour 
who adored Zaime, He knew, Amuraths 
humour perfe&Rly well, and ſaw plain- 
ly that to oppoſe his love, was the 
way to ruine himſelf ; therefore not 
to hazard any thing , he contain'd 
himſelf in expeQation of ſome more 
favourable opportunity of revenge : 
and time had afforded him means, if 
the authority of the Grand Yifier his 
Uncle had continued, Heaven which 
15 weary of the injuſtice of the wicked, 
could no longer bear with thoſe of | 
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{rve the innocent, who were the ob. 
jets of his crnelties and treacheries. 
The jealoufie which this Regep, when 
he was bur a ſimple Baſſs, had hereto- 
| fore had of Emir Ticcardin Prince of 
Drw, Whom the chance of War had 
made a Priſoner at Conſtantinople, after

Ac laſt he 
had conſpired to depoſe the Grand Sig- 
nior, and ſet up his Brother 1brahim 1n 
his place, So $4 the Sw/tan being in- 


formed of the treaſons of this firſt 
PETS Miniſter, 
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j The Hiſtory of 
iniſter, who was the Author of all 
the Confufions in the State : he cau- 
ſed him to be ſtrangled, and by his 
death prevented the deſtruction of 
many of the Grandees of the Porr, 
whom he would have ſacrificed to his 
ambition, . This diſgrace forced Ze- 
lim Achmet to let Coproghi be quiet for 
ſome time. 

In the mean time Amurath, who had 
ended the Perſian War, and calmed 
the troubles of his Empire, abandon- 
ed himſelf to the delights of the 5-- 
raglio, But Death which had ſpared 
him in Armies where he was expoſed 
to thie greateſt dangers, ſurprized him 
in the midſt of his pleaſures , for in the 
Beyran, which is the Turks Eaſter, at 
which tirtie they are wont to be very 
merry, the better to forget the auſte- 
fity of theirRamezan,or Lent.

ell into a barning Feaver, of which 
he died a few days after. Several

{ſweetneſs degenerated” into extreme 
efteminacy, and a bloody ranges” þ 
He began to deſpiſe thoſe who ought 
to have been moſt dear to him, as the 
Sultana Yalide his Mother, the Mafts, 
and Zomboyl his protetor, He put to 
death his Grand Vifier Muſftaphe Baſſz, 
and Salik Pachs who ſucceeded him, 
ſoon afrer had the ſame fate.

rune than thereſt , he cauſed the Cx- 
- ptain Beſſa General of the Sea, tobe 
ſtrangled for anſwering him freely in 
an important affair, 

The C44 of the Fenizarics loſt his 
head for the inſolegce of the Souldi- 
ers, who complained openly of the 
effeminacy, and cruelty of their Em- 
perour. He was fo fearful that he 
would put the moſt conſiderable per- 
ſons of the Empire to death upon the 
leaſt ſuſpicion. He craftily invited 
the (ham of the Tarters to Conftanti- 
nople, and beheaded him for ſaying, 
that if his Highneſs ſhould die with- 
Children, he ſhould inherie the 0: 
me Empire, which belonged to him 
of right by Se/ten Amwrath's Will, 
the Confſticutions of the Empire, and 
the Laws of the Aſuſulmens, Theſe 
cruelties made him odious tg the 
Grandees of the Port, and the chief 
of the Seraglio ; of which number 
were the Sultana Valide , the Eunuch 


Zomboul, and the Mufti, Several Baſ- 
ja revolted , but they were ſupprel- 
fed by Mehemet Baſſe of Damas , who 
was made Grand 7fier, though he 
cou 
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dneither write nor read, All the” - 
Rebels were deprived of their. Go-_ 
remments ; that of Algpe was given 
to Muhomet Copregli, who relinquiſhed 
that of Baruth, ro his ſworn enemy 
Zelim Achmet, who by his Intrigues ar 
the Port had hitherto preſerved him- 
ſelf. The Fanizaries and Spabies which 
are the two moſt confiderable orders 
of the Turkiſh Militia, raiſed ſeveral 
tumules one after another, which were 
quieted again by giving them money, 
Atlaſtthe eMuftr, the new Grand Vi- 
fer , and the principals of the Courr, 
being weary of 7brahim's crnelty, and 
il adminiſtration , reſolved to rid 
themſelves of him ; but fearing leſt 
if he ould diſcover their conſpiracy, 
he would ſecure himſelf by the death 
of his own Children , that he only 
might ſurvive of his race, and ſo ſave 
himſelf by the general neceſlity of the 
. State, becauſe the Turks cannot :n- 
dure to have any other Emperours but 
what are of the 0:toman Family. 
They agreed before they undertook 
any thing ro make ſure of his Chil- 


dren, or at leaſt to get one of them 
out.

The beſt 
expedient. they could think of to 
bring this defign about, was to let the

His Brothers} bur he preſerved his 
life when” the Emperor commanded 
him to diſpatch him ſecretly, Yer 
Sultan thrahim was fo ingrateful. to 
Zomboul, that after he had put him 
out of his place of Caps 424, he often 
threatned him with death , fo thar 
His reſentment made him joyn with 
thoſe who conſpired his ruine + and 
foreſeeing the approaching revoluti- 
on, he was willing to ſecure his for- 
tune by following the young Prince, 
who' in all likelihood would ſoon 
come to be Emperonur, The Sa/taxs 
' Baſſee juſt before ſhe went away, when 
ſhe rook her leave of the Sw/ray, caſt 
her ſelf at his feet, with tears in her 
eyes, to implore the laſt fayour that 
ſhe ſhould ever ask of him, on which 
the happineſs of her life depended, 
The Emperor moved by her tears, 
preſently lifted her up, and promiſed 
ro grant what ever ſhe would requeſt.

tlie _ which ſhe had reſolved in 
her Cloſer, and diſcharged the Grand 
Vifier of 2 great deal of trouble which 
ſhe was willing ro take upon her ſelf.

She told chem 
that the Treaſures were exhauſted, 
and that fhe had brought them roge- 
ther, to rake their advice in fuch 
prefling neceſſities : adding , thar it 
was requiſite to re-eſtabliſh che anci- 
ent Taxes , withour oppreſſing rhe 
people, who-had ſuffered fo much in 
the laſt' Emperors time , that che 
my 
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maſt not think of laying vew impoſts 
on them. She proteſted to them char 
ſhe would wholly refign her ſelf up to 
their counſel, in the ſovereign admi- 
niſtration which the Dives had con. 
ferr'd on her (ag honour that had not 
been dotic to any Su/tane before her) 
eſpecially fince it was compoſed of 
perſons 74 well able to govern as the 
were, Artlaſt ſhe concluded her dil- 
courſe. with a command to them co 
give their,vores for him whom they 
choughr firteſt to be her partner in 
Dower, and Lieutenant General of the 
mpire. She foreſaw that by this 
means ſhe ſhould make the Y:fiers and 
Baſſes ſo jealous of one another, that 
they would not reſolye to. chooſe any 
particular man, which was the thing 
ſhe wiſhed , and it fell our. according 
to her expeRation: for all thoſe who 
aſpired tothe place, being aſhamed ro | 
askit, were unwilling to give their *! 
votes for another : and when (he 
Preſſed them to. declare themſelves, 
they reap ſubmiſſivel defired her to 
make the choice her {elf, ſince whar- 
ever liberty ſhe had given them. of 
eleG- 
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ind a Grend Vifier, yet there could 
| be __ but ſuch a _ as ſhe ſhould 
approve z which inclined them rather 

' todeſerve her favour by their obedi- 
ence, The Grand Sultans who inder- 
ſtood their meaning, was glad to ſee 

her deſigns ſucceed ſo well. She af. 
ſured them ſhe would not abuſe the 
truſt they repoſed in her, and that ſhe 
would make ſuch a choice as ſhould 

be to their ſatisfaRion, and to ingage 
them the more, ſhe cold them it was 
neceſſary. to ſupply thoſe Govern- 
ments which were vacant, and to ex- 
amine the accuſations of thoſe Baſſa's, 
Beys, and Sangiacks, whom 1brahim had 

| impriſon'd before his death, ſome for 
 KRapine, others for imbezelling the 
| Publick Treaſure, thar the innocent 
might be freed, and the guilty puni- 
ſhed, This was a nice propoſition, 
and {enfibly touched thoſe Yifiers and 
Baſſs's who prote&ted the priſoners, 
and had contributed to ' /brahir's de- 
ſtruion. But the Sa/tans was glad 
to find this means to reproach them 
with the death of her Husband,, and

P*. « Country, and the intereſt of State,

The Saltanes diſcourſe was very ſur- 
priling to the Y;fiers, and the Baſſa's, 
who had rather have ſet the Priſon. 
ers at liberty, withone any farther 


inquiry, Bur the Divan was concer- 

ned in honour to approve of her ad- 
1 vice, leſt they ſhould be thoughr ro 
1 exerciſe their Juſtice on none but 
their Princes. Commiſhoners there- 
; fore were named to go along With the 


Nettangi or Secretary of State, and 
the Tefterdar or Treaſurer General of 
the Revenue , to vifit the Priſons. 
There they found Mahomet Coprogli, 
who ſeeing himſelf among a2 great 
many Criminals, had infinuated him- 
ſelf ſo into his companions in miſery, 
that with too much freedom they 
made him, whom they believed as 
guilty as themſelves, the confident of 
their crimes : but he did ir with de- 
ſign to make an advantage of their ea- 
fineſs, either of his own accord, or 
by the command of the Sultana , who 
made uſe of this invention as a means 
to promote him to that dignity which 

F' ſhe

ſhe imtended for him, She knew 
where his priſon-was as ſoon as he was 
led thither, and Fatima who was very 
dear to her becauſe of the care ſhe 
took in the Education of the Princeſs 
vary her Daughter, continually ſo- 
icited her to uſe her Authority in ſet- 
ting her Husband art liberty , which 
ſhe could not do, being her (elf in 
diſgrace at that time, However ſhe 
might have freed him as ſoon as ſhe 
was poſſeſſed of the Sovereign Power, 
but it. was Coprogis intereſt to remain 
:n priſon then, when his enlargement 
would have been fatal to him, becauſe 
of the :Sediztion of the -Janizaries, 
who having already murdered ſome 
of the chief of the Port, would cer- 
tainly have deſtroyed him to have 
weaken'd Zaime's party, She eſteem- 
ed him not only for his Wifes ſake, 
but for his own merit, and left no- 
thing undone to preſerve him. She 
ſecretly diſpoſed the Commiſſioners 
to inform; themſelves particularly of 
Mahomet Coprogli's caſe, who behaved 
himſelf ſo well , that every thing 
lcemed tofall out naturally : for when 

be 
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he had fully juſtified himſelf from all 
the Crimes that. were laid to his 
charge, he demanded wich ſubmiſh- 
on , which yer ſhewed his courage, 
and the greatneſs of his ſon], whether 
his death was decreed, © I am ready, 
« {aid he, to ſuffer it with patience 


'« though my life might perhaps be 


<« very uſeful to the State: wherefore 
«I defire my Judges to lead me to the 
© Sultan before I go to Execution,that 
« I may acquaint him with a ſecret, 
« which I will diſcover to none bur 
<« his Highneſs, or the Great Sultana. 
Theſe ſpeeches were reported in full 
Divan, where the Mufti, the Yifiers, 
and the. Baſſs's knowing Zaime had a 
kindneſs for Coprogi/, defired her ear- 
neſtly, to be juſt ro ſo brave a man, 
to hear what he had to ſay, and tore- 
ward his merit. She willing to take 
the advantage of their zeal, to ac- 


compliſh her deſign, commanded them 


to ſend for that important man who 
had the applauſe of the whole Diwan. 
Coprog li, whe he came, by his good 
Min, and eloquence, confirmed the 


opinion that had been conceived of 
RE Pi'2 him : 
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him: and the Grand Sultana, after ſhe 
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had inlarged upon the report that had 
been made her of his virtue and me- 
rit, asked him what it was he had to 
impart to his Highneſs. And when 
ſhe had learn'd that it was an infal- 
lible expedient to repleniſh the Grand 
Signiors Coffers without oppreſſing 
the people, or raiſing new Taxes, ſhe 
declared him Yifier Azem by the au- 
thority of the Sultan, and the Diver. 
The whole Aſſembly was exceedingly 
aſtoniſhed at this, having never ſo 
much as dreamt, tiat Coprogli ſhould 
have been brought out of priſon to 
be raiſed to the firſt charge of the Em- 
pire, But the Yſfters had conſented 
to it themſelves, by the information 
they had given the Sa/tena in favour 
of him whom ſhe named. Every one 
murmured ſecretly , though they did 
not complain ; and

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"Here was an extraordinary change, 
Mahomet who a little before was laden 
with irons, is freed from them to take 
upon him the Government of the moſt 
powerful Empire in the worlds and 
what is more admirable, the alterati- 
on'of his fortune wrought no change 
in his manners: he was not at all daz- 
led with the ſplendor of thoſe honours 
which were nv on him, bur eſta- 
oundation of his great- 

neſs by his difcretion. He was com- 
placent to the Great Men, merciful ro 
thePeople, and equally juſt to all, ma- 
king it appear that he was truly wor- 
thyof his charge,which he began toex- 
erciſe by reſtoring ſeveral good Laws, 
which the late diſorders had interru- 
pred. He made every one to do his 
duty, terrifying the Magiſtrates by 
the ſentence which he pronounced a- 
eainſt the Baſſe's who were left in pri- 
ſon z where while he was their com- 
panion, he had dived into their ſe- 
crets, -and found none of them in- 
nocent, The Crimes they were con- 
victed of were of ſuch a nature, as 
could not be pardoned without great 
F 4 Pre- 
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while he wasC overnour of Baruthand 
Meppo , and the people of thoſe Pro- 
vinces knew him not to be inclined to 
bloodſhed : but he was now. raiſed to 
a charge that obliged him to force his 
inclination. All the Baſſa's, Beys, and 
Sangiacks who were found guilty of 
Extortion, Rapine, or Treaſon, were 
condemned to death. And that the 
puniſhment of theſe Crimes might 
ſerve as an example to all the Ofh- 
cers of the Empire, and a pattern of 
exact Juſtice to the Grand Signior, He 
got into his hands the wealth of the 
Baſſa's, who had been executed, and 
ſer up two Tables in the Hall,through 
which the Sultan was to paſs, to go 
fo the Deven, On one of them he 
placed twenty of the principal heads 
that had been cut off, and covered 
them with a great mourning Carpet : 
and on the other he ſet a great many 
rich Purſes full of Gold and Precious 
Stones, which was covered with an- 
other Carper, imbroidered with Gold 
ahd Pearls; and then waited for the 
OO. Sultan 
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Sulten and his Mothers coming to the 
Diver, to ſhew them this ſtrange ſpe- 
Qacle. The great Su/tanva preſently 
had a mind to know, to what end 
thoſe preparations were, and what 
was under the Carpets; one of which 
the Prince her Son , without ſtaying 
for an anſwer, lifted up, and in 2 
fright asked what thoſe heads did 
there £ © Sir, replied Mahomer Copro- © 


*x4;, direting his ſpeech to him, 


«© they vomit up the blood of your 
<« Subjets, which they have ſacked 
« from them, and which, continued 
<« he lifting up the Carper, you may 
«ſee in theſe Purſes: It is fit thar 
© Robbers ſhould be puniſhed : thoſe 


© men who have deſtroyed fo many 


* by their cruelty, and avarice, who 


'** have robbed ſo many innocent peo- 


<<ple, are at laſt ſtripped themſelves, 
* and have rendred that money of 
*'which they have defrauded you. This 


proceeding ſeemed a little bloody, 


and made it feared that his admini- 
ſtration would be very ſevere , but 
he regulated his aQions with ſo much 
Juſtice, that he never put any man 
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53 The Hiftory of 

to death; unleſs he certainly knew 
that he deſerved it. 

The chief ſcope of this Grand r;- 
fier was to raiſe his Princes Authorj- 
ty, weaken'd of late by the frequent 
Seditions of the Janizaries , whoſe 
inſolence he endeavoured to curb for 
the eſtabliſhment of his own fortune 
too, He told them they were unwor- 
thy of being inrolled, and receiving 
pay, if they were not in condition tv 
ſerve, and ready to obey the Empe- 
rors orders. But they inſtead of be- 
ing ſatisfied with the death of 1bra- 
him, thought to take the advantage 
of Sultan Mahomet's youth ; and be- 
lieving that the Grand Yiſler Was as 
weak, and timorous, as his Predecel- 
ſors, whom they had either murther- 
ed or depoſed , they flighted his 
commands, and refuſed to paſs into 
Candy, alledging that the Janizaries 
were priviledged from making War by 
Sea, that they were not to march any 
where without the Emperor , whom 
they would not leave , for fear of 
ſome innoyation agAinſt him in their 
ablence, The Saltena Kiozem furni- 
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the Grapd Viſiers, 59 
ſhed them with this pretence, the bet. 
ter tocompaſs a deſign which ſhe had 
contrived. I 

This S»/tana who had till the title 
of Yalide, was Grandmother to Maho- 
met the Fourth, She had contributed 
tothe death of her Son 1brahim , be- 
cauſe he took away the Authority 
which ſhe had uſurped. She fancied 
thar ſince ſhe had a ſhare in the Go- 
vernment, in three Emperors Reigns, 
ſhe ſhould have been made Regent of 
the Empire, during her Grandſons 
minority: but the Grandees of the 
Port, and the Pivan having conferred 
the Sovereign Power on the Grand Sig- 
iors Mother, ſhe was extremely offen. 
ded to ſee the affairs of the Ottoman 
Empire mannaged by a woman, who 
owed her fortune and greatneſs to 
her. She hoped that Zaime would ſur- 
render her Authority to her, bur this 
being too unreaſonable and improba- 
ble a wiſh to ſucceed, Ambition which 
conſiders the extent of the defires, 
more than of dury, made her think of 
revenge; She thought of nothing bur 
how to execute her projets, and de- 
ſpair-

ſpzired not yet to make. her ſelf abſo- 
lute Miſtreſs of the Empire. To this 
purpoſe ſhe imparted her deſign to the 
Kiſler CAgezi, who had always been 
hex corifident; but he could not (0 
much as hear her Treaſon withour 
horror, *How Madam, faid he to 
< her, in diſorder, is it poſſible thar 
«you wonld deſtroy a Princeſs who

«o00d Mother towards her, The 
Kiſlar Agazi promiſed her more than 
ſhe asked, and ſwore never to ſpeak 
of what ſhe had imparted to him, 
neither had he any time to do it: he ' 
ſpoke with her in the beginning of the 
night, and the next morning he was 
found dead in his bed. No body 
could tell how it came to paſs, bur 


fince that time it has been diſcovered, 
that a Slave whom ſhe had gained, 


had blown poiſon into his Nole when 
he was aſleep. The death of this Eu- 
nuch was exceedingly deplored by the 
Great Sultana, who refleQed on all the 
good Offices he had done for her : and 
ſhe would have been more afflicted if 
ſhe could have comprehended the 
greatneſs of her loſs in him who 
would have done her a more impor- 
tahe ſervice than ever, if death had 
not prevented him. The Grand Vifier 
who owed kis fortune to him, and 
looked on him as his Father, was in- 
expreſſibly grieved , and ſuſpeRed 
ſomewhat of the truth, but could nor 


ouels at it all. 


In the mean time the Sultana Foes

loſtno time ; ſhe had by great promi- 
ſes ingaged the Azz of rhe Janizaries 
to the 424 of the white Eunuchs, the 
Boſtangitachi, the Governour of the 
Pages, called /chog/ans , who are fix 
hundred of the handſomeſt young 
men in the Empire , the Captain 
General of the Seas, and ſome of the 
moſt conſiderable Beſſa's. She had fo 
diſpoſed every thing, that her deſign 
would infallibly have ſucceeded, if 
Heaven which takes a particular care 
of crowned heads, had not put it in- 
to the Yifier Azems mind to go out of 
his Seraglio at the beginning of the 
night, and to paſs through the quar- 
ters of the Town in diſguiſe, with one 
Slave-only whom he truſted moſt , to 
ſee what the Janizaries did, of whom 
he had ſome apprehenſion, as n6t be- 
ing well affe&ed either to him, or the 
Emperors fervice. He was much ſur- 


priſed to find them all in the Hippo- 


drome with their Muskets on their 
ſhoulders, and their Matches lighted, 
and Sentinels placed at all avennes. 
He was preſently ſtopt, his looks be- 
brayed his intention of not being 


known, 
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the Grand Vifters. 6? 
known, but he wanted not courage, 
and on this occaſion manifeſted the 
preſence of his mind. He asked with 
a creat deal of confidence for BatFas 


the Aga of the Janizaries, and being - 


-Jed to his Oda, was aſtoniſhed, at his 


arrogance in not rifing to ſalate him, 


though he knew him very well; when 


at another time he would have pro- 
rated himſelf before the Grand Yi-. 
fier, who never goes to ſee any body 
but the Grand Signior, and when he re- 
ceives a Vilit, never riſes to any bo- 
dy bat the Mufti, However he dil-_ 
ſembled his thoughts ac prefent, 
knowing himſelf certainly loſt if he 
did not make uſe of ſome ſubtilty to 
diſingage himſelf from the danger he 


wasin, The Aga in the mean time 


having made him fit down on his left 
hand , which is the moſt honouzable 
place among the Turkiſh Souldiers, 
was juſt gping to ask him the cauſe of 
his diſguiſe, when AXahomert prevent- 
ing him, *© Baa, ſaid he, I was in- 
*« formed that you aſſembled your. 
« Troops to night for ſome grear en- 
« terpriſe : I received this notice 
from

But heaven which abhors the re- 
volt of Subjes againſt their Princes, 
ſs blinded the Commander of the re- 
bellious Troops, that he let the Y;/ier 
Azem eſcape , by whoſe order ſoon 
after, he and his Complices received 
the puniſhment they deſerved. Mabr- | 
et Coprogli had no ſooner got looſe Þ 
| from him, but he weat to the Serag/io, | 
where he was amazed to find the 
Gates open, and,moſt of the Guards 
belotted with Wine, and Tobacco. 
Some of them would have ſtopt him, 
bur he gy hrs that, by telling

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un Governour of Conſtantinople to 
come immediately to his Highneſs. 
He cauſed the Gates of the Serag/io to 
be ſhuti'up, and commanded that none 


ſhould be ler. in or out without the 


Emperors permiſſion. The Captain 
Befſst being come, he ordered-him pre- 
ſently without noiſe to advertiſe the 
Inhabitants of every quarter thar 
they ſhould arm themſelves, and Bar- 
ricade the Streets, and ſeize on the 
Gates of the Town, that no body 
might g0 out, He ſent to the __ 

the Spahies, Solaquis, and Capiehu to 
come FEB abouc thee lio, 
and ſecure the Emperor : five hundred 
of them preſently came , and the 
Mofti, to heighten their courage by 
zeal for their Religion, cited ſeveral 
paſſages of Mahomet's Law , which 
admoniſhed them, that thoſe who ear, 


+ the Princes bread, ought to expoſe 


their lives for his ſervice. And to 
make his Harangue more effeQual, he 
diſtributed ſome Purſes among them, 
obliging them by Oath to die,if there 


"were occaſion in the Sultez's defence. 


In the mean time the Xiſlar 4gazi had 
G 3 waked 
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waked all the Eunuchs, and Officers 
of the Serez be, to the very Cook, and 
made them take Arms. The Pages 
too were put intothe ſame poſture,af- 
ter the ſeizure of the Eunuch their 
Governour, the Beflangibachs , chief 
Gardener of the Seraghe, the Caps Aga 
cs Þ- of the Gates of the Serag liv, 
and the ge, or chief of the White 
Eunuchs, who acknowled all the par- 
ticulars of the Conſpiracy, and con- 
fefled that the Sultans Yalade bad plot- 
ted with the 4gs of the Janizaries, 
and the principal Officers, to depoſe 
Mahomet, and Crown bis Brother $o/:- 
»man. This Prince was the ſecond of 
fonr Sons which Sultan Ibrahim bad by 
three Wives. Maboret the eldeſt was 
the Son of Zeimes Seliman his younger 
Brother was the Son of the Sultan: 
Maiama; and Bajazet and Orchanes 
were born of ian Albeneſe, Maione in 
hopes of raiſing her Son Solimes to the 
Empire, had promiſed the Szlta»: 
Kiozem all the advantages that ſhe 
could deſire , and her extravagant 
ambition had made her negle& no- 
thing that could bring thoſe ers. 96 
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er party, who might further her en- 
reeprize. Her chief pretence was, 
that Mahomert was too weak and un- 
healthy ro be'capable of governing ſo 
owerful an Empire : and that be- 
tides Zaire was too young and unex- 
perienced to ſupply his defeQs by her 
mgm Condu@, and would never 
e fit forſo weighty an employment. 
That on the contrary, Prince Solimas 
was ſtrong, handſome, and promiſing, 
and would be able to take care of his 
own Aﬀairs , when ſhe ſhould be for- 
ced to leave them to him, by age, and 
incapacity. Thus had ſhe gained all 
thoſe we mentioned , who by the in- 
credible diligence of the Yifier Azem 
were Arreſted , he cauſed her Apart- 
meat to be ſecured to prevent her el- 
cape. The S»/tan though very youn 
had ſo much renderneſs for his Grands 
mother, that he could not be broughr 
to fign a Warrant for her Death who 
intended his: And his Mother was as 
good natur'd as himſelf, being of opi- 
nion that ſhe ſhould only be impriſon- 
ed.

her- by force out of her Chamber 

{tript her, gave her ſeveral blows, an 
tore her very ears for Pearls of a pro- 
digious greatneſs that hung in them, 
She ſtrugled a great while with them, 
defending her ſelf with extraordinary 
vigonr for a woman of her age, -bur 
at laſt with much ado ſhe was ſtrag- 
gled, Thus dyed this unhappy 
Princeſs, after ſhe had lived fourſcore 
years in the reigns of five Emperors. 
She was of the Iſle of Chios, nobly de- 
{cended : She had five Sons and two 
Daughters by Sultan Achmet, Amarath, 
Oſman,and 1brahim (age on the Thrones 
her two Daughters, with Zajazer and 
Orchanes died by the hands of Execu-» 
rioners. She ſeemed not to be above 
fifty years old. Her Conſtitution was 


wonderful, her great age had abated 
| very 
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very lictle of her ſtrength, and brough: 
no inconvenience at all along with ir, 
She had ſtill ſome remains of beauty 
that ſhewed her to have been the 
handſomeſt woman of her time, Her 
ſtature which was the moſt advanta- 
gions inthe world, did not incline her 
to ſtoop z ſhe was not grown too lean, 
her gate was ſteady, her converſation 
pleaſing, her hair very thick, and the 
change of the colour had taken away 
very little of its grace, Her forehead 
was not wrinkled, and her eyes were 
very lively, Her teeth were ſtil! (o 
ſtrong, that ſhe bit off one of his fin- 
gers, who went to take away a rich 
Necklace ſhe had on. She was natu- 
rally very neat, her heart was magnih- 
cent,herinclination generous, her ſoul 
great, reſolute, and conſtant: ſhe was 
miſtreſs of a thouſand extraordinary 
qualities, which had rendred her the 
moſt admirable perſon of her Sex, if 
ſhe had been leſs cruel and ambitions. 
Theſe were the two greateft defects 
that could be imputed to her , which 
. at laſtdeprived her of her honour, and 
herlife.

fied with the puniſhment of their lea- 
ders, Afﬀeer that, he aſſembled the

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Dives, Whither all the Grandees of 
the Port, and Conftentinople repaired ; 
ro whom he made a fine ſpeech, which 
he ended with thanking them from 
the Sultan, and the Great Sultesns wha 
were preſent. All the Aſſembly an- 
ſwered him with a thouſand acclama- 
tions of Joy z and nothing was heard 
all over the City,bur, live Sultan» Ma- 
bomet, and the Great Sultana Valide his 
Mother.

Prer that Mahomer (oprogh had 
A thus diverted the dangers 
that threatned the Sultana, he 

made jt his buſineſs to reſtore the 
ace of the whole Empire, which 
ad been long diſturbed by the ta- 
mults of the Janizaries: but knowing 
their ſeditious humor, and foreſeeing 
it would be difficult ro make them 
continue the War of Candy, in which 
they could never ſucceed, if. they un« 
dertook it unwillingly:He reſolved to 


deſiſt from that a while, and find chem 
im- 
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imployment ſomewhere elſe; where 
chey could make noexcuſe or objei- 
on to keep them from fighting. He 
took exceptions at the ambitious pro- 
jets of Regotski, Prince of Traxſylu- 
is, who was fallen out with the King 
of Poland , in favour of the Swedes, 
contrary to the orders of the Port, 
which allowednot thatPrince to make 
any War without its approbation. 
The Grand Vifier choſe the moſt fadti- 
ous Officers to ſend with the Janiza- 
ries into Tranſplvania, as well to cha- 
ſtiſe Regorsk;'s raſhneſs, as to receive 
the puniſhment due to their own dil. 
iences; for he doubted not but 
that they would meer with a vigorous 
reſiſtance. This War proved cx- 
tremely bloody, and diſedvenra g10Us 
to the Janizariesz' they almoſt all pe- 
riſhed 1n it either at the fiege of Cl 
ſembourg, which they were fain to raiſe 
after they had loſt moſt of their For- 
ces before it 7 or at the Conqueſt of 
waradin, and the Combats they had 
with Prince -Regotsk; ; beſides thole 
whom the Plague ſwept away in the 
Camp, finiſhing the deſtruction on 
thole 
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thole whoturvivec the War : ſothat 
there hardly remained an handful of 
m to bring the news of their toca!l 
imple, The Grand Vi- 
fer who for no better ſucceſs, 
was ſatisfied to ſee his expeRation 
was not deceived. Their arrogance 
was fo much abared that he could noc 
have taken a fuller revenge of chem 
who had been ſo bold as co undercake 
to dethrone their Emperor. He deli- 
berated a while whether he ſhould re- 
eſtabliſh this Militia or no , which is 
accounted the beſt of the Orroman Em- 
pire, whoſe ſtrength and ſupport it is 
aid tobe: And this preſumption is 
- the reaſon of the liberty it ſo often 
takes of being ſeditious. It was in 
this Miniſters power to aboliſh them , 
but confidering that then the Spahies 
who take themſelves to be the only 
Gentlemen among the Turks, would 
grow ſo potent that they would be no 
leſs dangerous to the Emperor and 
the State. He concluded it would 
be better to maintain two ſorts of Mi- :

ence, Therefore he made a levy of 
men fit to bear Arms, -out of whom 
he choſe fifteen thouſand of the beſt 
tobe Janizaries. Theſe he Diſcipli- 
ned for ſome time, often taking re- 
views of them, and exercifing them 
before the Grand Siznior, To accuſtom 
them to be obedient, he gave them 
Captains that were at his devotion, 
who conducted them into ard, 
where he reſolved to continue the 
War, though it was very toilſome, 
and expenſive, The Generals who 
had been ſent co the Conqueſt of this 
Iſland , fince the beginning of the 
War, made uſe of the command they 
had over the Army, to raiſe their an- 
thority z ſo that they would hardly 
ſubmir to the Port, They pretended 
at leaſt to be equal to the Grand Viſiter, 
whom they no longer looked on 2s 
their Superior, The exigency of af. 
fairs, and the troubles that hapned 
in the State, had hindred the Divan 
from reprefling their inſolence ; But 
Mahomet (oprog li thought it high time 
to oppole the growth of an authority 
that deftroyed his;, and prevent *

ill conſequences which the ambiti- 
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on of Beſſa Delle Vſſain, General of the 
Army in, Cax4i«, might have, who 
rook 2 great deal of ſtate upon him, 
contemned the Graxd Yifier, would re- 
ceive no orders from the Port, but 
ſuch as pleaſed him, and uſed.threats 
when he had not every thing he ask- 
ed. He craftily got this proud Gene- 
ral to Conſtantinople, to make a memo- 
rable example of him to poſterity, 
and to maintain the honour of his 
Maſter , and the authority | of his 
Charge. Uſſaiz Beſſa. was no ſooner 
arrived at the Port, whither his own 
preſumption , fortified by the Y:fier 
Azems ſplendid promiſes, had unhap- 
pily brought him: but he was thrown 
into the bottom of a priſon , with 
2 great many Chriſtian Officers, 
whom he had brought. along with 
him io triumph, and whom, ſwelled 
with pride and raſhneſs, he ſtill abu- 
ſed in the Dungeon, where not long 
after he was ſtrangled before them ; 
which aflited him more, than death

proeli kept the Souldiers , and all the 
Officers of the Empire in obedience, 
The reſolution of this great Miniſter 
was admirable, in this bold action, of 
putting todeath ſo famous,and ſo im. 
portant a man, who thought his Au- 
_thority ſecure, and much more his 
Life ; having gained an abſolute 
power over the Souldiers , and enga- 
ed the chief of the Empire to his 
Ze. But the apprehenſion of the 
conſequence of this blow , hindred 
not the Yifier Azem from giving it, to 
prevent the 3Beſſa's intrigues , which 
muſt*needs have been prejudicial to 
the Emperor, and his Subjets. He 
foreſaw how much he ſhould expoſc 
Himſelf, bur his zeal to ſerve the 
State, and his Maſter, made him paſs 
by ſuch confiderations, and flight all 
dangers.

In- the mean time' the Recruits 
which he had ſent into Candies, and 
the Troops which 4 Baſſ« had led 
into Dalmatia, gave hopes of great 
advantages over the Yeretians , who 
ſeeing themſelves attaqued by two 
powerful-Armies at once, thought it 
their beſt way to make a League with 
ſome Prince that was able to divert 
the Ottomen Forces.

. Babylon, now Bagaet , is not only 
one of the beſt lowers of the Ozro-

 wanCrown, but is a place of ſuch im- 


portance, that the Turkiſþ Emperor 
could not reſtore it to the Perſian, 
without opening him the way to Con-- 
flantinople. The Grand YVifier thought 
it-not convenient to facilitate the 
means of ſo dangerous an Enemies 
viſiting his Maſter , when he ſhould 
have a mind toit: therefore: he ſent 
back the Perfiay Embaſſador with a 
refuſal, which made the Sophy endea- 
Vour to reduce Baby/oy with a power- 
ful Army. The Grand Duke of 2ſ- 
covy had pretenfions to the Provinces 
that border'd his Dominions : he lift- 
ned favourably to the Complaints 
and Propoſitions of the Yexetian Em- 
baſſador , and received his preſents, 
with the offers which the Common- 
wealth made him of a very conſiders 
able ſum, in caſe he would invade the 
Turks. He ſent an Embaſſador to Ye- 


nice, to aſſure the Senate of bis al-

ſiſtance. At the ſame time the Chin 
or Emperor of the Tartars thonght of 
revenging the death of his Father, 
who was murthered by Sultan Ibrahim, 
The alliance that has always been be. 
tween the Chams , and the Sultans, 
makes thoſe Princes be thought to 
hold in ſome ſort of the Turkiſh Em- 
pire, becauſe they receive great ſums 
| of mony to maintain the vaſt Armies 
which they have always on foot, to 
furniſh the Grand Signior with Troops, 
when he undertakes any War ; which 
cauſes a continual commerce between 
thern * therefore the Grand Cham is 
not treated at the Port like other Fo- 
rein Princes , but is looked on as the 
preſumptive Heir of the 0:croman Em- 
pire, in caſe theRace of the Saltans 
comes to fail for want of Males. And 
this was it that caufed the Cham to 
ſend an Embaſſador at Mahomets com- 
ing tothe Empire, to deſire that he 
might be named Tutor to the young 
Prince ; believing that jr belonged to 
him before any other, by the right 
which the laws of the Muſulmans, and 
the Turkiſh Conſtitutions ejve him -

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the Crown, But the Divan having 
rejeted this Demand , he did not 
openly ſhew his diſpleaſure , waiting 
an occaſion to make it appear, and to 
require ſatisfaQion as well for thar, 
aS for the murther of his Father, This 
conjuncure of affairs ſeeming favour- 
able to his deſign, he declared the 
cauſe of his diſcontent,by denouncing 
War againſt the. Gravd Sigpier , and 
ſending his Forces to ſpoil his Domi- 


| nions. This Enemy was very confi 


derable; the Sophy was no leſs for- 
midable; the <Moſcovite was not to 
be flighted ; and the Yenerzans on 
their fide made great preparations : 
bur befide,there | up adomeſtick 
diflenfion, which was no leſs dange- 
rous, The Spahies and the Janiza- 
ries who are the two ſtrongeſt nerves 
of the Grand Siznior's Forces, and are 
in continual' enmity , by reaſon of 
their jealoufie of one another, hapned 
ro quarrel , and proceeded fo far as 
to fortifie themſelves one againſt the 
other , ſo that they became intraca- 
ble , and could not be brought to 
paarch ro the place where they were 

H 4 order- 
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ordered. They kept Conſtantinople in 
perpetual fears, no body 'durſt ftic 
abroadinto the ſtreets, nothing was 
heard of but Murthers , and Robbe- 
ries, and apprehenfions of Fire, the 
deſolation was general, and the $-- 
raolio Was in the greater conſternati- 
on, becauſe-it' ſeemed impoſſible to 
provide againſt ſo many miſchiefs at 
once, 'Burt as if fate had raiſed al! 
theſe diſorders together,on purpoſe to 
ſer forth the prudence of the Yifier 
Azem, by his prodigious conduct, he 
found means to appeaſe the domeſtick 
tumalrs, and to ftop the torrent of (0 
many Potentates,who ſeemed to have 
united their Forces in order to the 
Saltansruine, However, Mahomet'C- 
progli preſerved his conſtancy in the 
midſt of their misfortunes; ſhewing 
how advantagious it is both: to 1 
Prince, and his people; 'to have 
Miniſter whoſe ſteady conrage no re- 
volutions can ſhake: He judged it 
neceſlary to reſiſt thegreateſt danger 
firſt. "The Perficny War ſeemed the 
molt iraportant, therefore he reſol- 
ved to' diſcontinue that of Candia,thi! 
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he might not be obliged by ſo many 
divetBions, to encounter ſo many ene- 
mies at once. It was requiſite to 
unite the Ortomaen Forces to repulſe 
the Sophy, who had made a furious ir- 


ruption into the Sultans Dominions : 


but though he withdrew ſome of his 
Troops out of Candia, and Dalmatia, 
he left enough behind, to let the ye- 
netians ſee that he did not abandon his 
defign, The Garriſons were ſuffici- 
ent to preſerve the conquered pla- 
ces, and the Works that were begun; 
which were farnjſhed with proviſions 
enough to ſubfiſt rill he ſhould be in a 
condition to ſupply them with new 
Forces to continue his Conqueſts, 
Theſe Troops being formed into the 
body of an Agmy were ſent towards 
Tranſylvania, under the ccndudt of 41s 


'Baſſa. Ar the ſame time he cauſed a 


mighty Fleet to be rigged , with 
which the Beſja of the Sea was to op- 
pole the Yenetians.' He ordered the 
Governors of Syria, and eMeſopotamia, 
and the Provinces bordering on Perſie 
to ſend all the Proviſions they could 
tO Bagaet, and to make ſpeedy Levies 
ca 
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ro reinforce the Garriſons, whilſt he 
prepared a numerous Army to reſiſt 
the Sophy , who on his ide alſo made 
great preparations for the War, 

The Diver ſeeing the Grand Yifter 
had ſo many Armies to bring into the 
Field, propoſed to him to put the 
Law in execution, by which all the 
' Grand Signior's Subje&s, above the a ge 

of ſeven years, are obliged to take 
Arms for the defence of the State : 
But Mahomet (oprogl; wonld not ſuffer 
it to be publiſhed , though they re- 
proached him of raſhly expoſing the 
Sultan's Honour, and Power, and the 
liberty of his people, who were inva- 
ded on all fides, and had not forces 
enough to repulſe ſo many Enemies ar 
once, He anſwered that it was true, 
the ſummoning of all the Grand Sig- 
nior's Subjes might compole vaſt Ar- 
mies, bur that he did not think it fir 
to come to thoſe extremities: be. 
fides, that among ſnch multitudes a 
thouſand diſorders would happen 
more prejudicial, than their aſſiſtance 
would be uſeful ; that it was the way 
to expole the Emperors, and the Na-

Bur as if Fortune had a mind to 
puniſh his preſumption, and put his 
courage and conſtancy tothe higheſt 
proofs, ſhe raiſed him up a new enemy 
whom he never dreamt of. This 
Orcan Ogli Baſſa of Aleppo, who having 
made uſe of the Grand Yifier's orders 
to raiſe an Army of forty thouſand 
men, cauſed them to march towards 
Conſtantinople , without declaring his 
deſign. AMahomet Coprogli was adver- 
tiſed of his march at that time, when 
he was buſted in raiſing of men to 
provide againſt the moſt preſſing ne- 
ceſlities, He was much ſurprized 
when he underſtood that he had taken 
the Field without his order,not think- 


ng

ing, at firſt, that he was revolted: 
but he ſoon found that this Buſſe who 
had fucceeded him in the Govern- 
ment of Aleppo, and was Nephew to 
Dell Uſſain Pacha, whom he had pur 
to death ſome time before, was reſo]- 
ved to make uſe of this conjunction of 
time to revenge hjs Unkle, and ſome 
private grudges of his own, | He had 
drawn to his fide ſeveral Captains, 
and abundance of Souldiesr, who had 
ſerved under this famous Baſſas Dall; 
Uſſain Pacha, whoſe memery was dear 
ro themy and to make his revenge 
the more remarkable, and give the 
enterprize more weight, he pretended 
to eſtabliſh one Soliman Amurath on the 
Ottoman Throne, who ſaid he was the 
Son of the Emperour Lemma, and 
Jogmee himſelf to him with an Army 
of twenty thouſand Arabians, Dru, 
and Armenians, Orcan Ogli acknow- 
ledged him, 'and made his Army own 
him tobe the lawful Sncceſſor to the 
Empire, This news was quickly 
ſpread over all the Provinces, and 
met with ſo much credit, that ſeyeral 
Baſſa's came to pay homage to the 
new 
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new Prince , who alteady behaved 
himſelf as Emperor. The Provinces 
of Afie made no difficulty of ſubmir- 
ting to him. His Authority increaſed 
daily, and the little oppoſition he 
found to his new greatneſs, made the 
Baſſa of Aleppo ſo confident of ſucceſs, 
- that he counſelled him to reje& the 

Sophis Propofitions, who offered to 
afiſt him ro conquer the whole Tur- 
kiſh Empire; This Prince ſwelled 
with his proſperity , and. governing 
himſelf by Orc» Ogii's advice, whom 
he made his Lieutenant General, 
a a theſe, advantagious offers, 
| believing he ſhould have' no need of 
Succors that would coſt him fo dear, 
to gain'a Crown, which he hoped to 
wear without ſharing it with ſo pow- 
erful and dangerous a Prince as the 
King of Perſia. Therefore he con- 
tioued his march ſtreight to Conſtenti- 
nople, where the Baſſa of Aleppo, Gene- 
ral of his Army intended to place 
him on the Throne ; not queſtioning 
but the Capital City of the Empire 
would open its Gates, in obedience 


to their Emperor Soliman Ammnyat ; 25 
many 
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many others had done already. 
The noiſe of approach pur all the 
world into a ſtrange conſternation. 
The Divan knew not what counſel to 
vive the Grand Yifier , but the extre- 
mity of Afﬀairs made him find expe- 
dients in the greateſt necefſities, He 
preſerved his judgment as well now 
as before, and ſtudying how to pre- 
vent what was moſt to be feared, ſei- 
zed on thoſe Baſſa's and Officers whom 
he knew to be ill affeRted, and mighr 
foment the Rebellion : and to ſup+ 
preſs all murmurs, immediately pu- 
niſhed theſe Incendiaries. ' Then he 
furniſhed the Ciry with all ſorts of 
Ammunition, and commanded his 
Son Achmet Coprogh; at the head of 
threeſcore thouſand men, withwhich 
he had defign'd to oppoſe the Sophy, 
to-march under the condu&tof Muſta- 
Pha Baſſa, a'man of integrity and great 
experience, apainſt Solyman Amurath, 
and the UI Aleppo, and give them 
_Bartleasſoon'as he could, The ap- 
henſion of ſome inſurreQion, kept 
im from "commanding this Army 
himſelf, believing ir neceſſary for 
NF him 
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the Grand Vifiers: Inn 
him toremain at (onſextinople,to have 
aneyeto all: he had much ado to 


conrain the Sultan, who burned, with 
impatience to be in the Field, not in- 


during to ſtay in the Serag/;o, white 


his Favourite Achmer, who was almoſt 
of the ſame age, exerciſed his Valour 


againſt his Enemies, whom he would 


havechaſtiſed himſelf: bur'the Graxd 
Vifier told him, with the authority of 
a Governour , that his Highneſs 
ought not to remove from Conſtanti- 
nople, leſt the Mutineers ſhould raiſe 
ſome Sedition.in his abſence, which 


would be of worſe conſequence than 


all the other miſchiefs that threatned 
his fortune, That he ſhould not ha- 
zard his perſon againſt an Adventu- 
rer, and a revolted Subject; that he 
could acquire.no glory by their de- 
feat, and that it became his great- 
neſs rather to puniſh them, than to 
expoſe himſelf to the danger of a 
War, which his Captains might ter- 
minate, while heſate on his Throne, 
to take care of the Aﬀairs of his Em- 
pire, and anſwer the Embaſſadors of 


Princes, that arrived every day at 
the 


tiz The Hiſtory of IE) 
the Port. The Sultan yielded at 
laſt to the Remonſtrances of this 
great Miniſter , and ſuffered Achmes 
Coprogli to go, who made all the haſte 
Ke could ro meet the Enemies z but he 
ſoon leatnt that they having notice 
of his March, diſcontinued theirs to 
Conſtantinople, and made ſhow to take 
ſome othet way. He immediately ad- 
vertiſed the Grand Yifier, his Father of 
. it, who at the ſame time was infor- 
that the Sophy advanced towards Bag - 
det with thirty thouſand Horſe, and 
fifty thouſand Foot. Mahomet Copro- 
gli found that the Enemies deſign was 
to ſtay till the Sophy was come into 
the Grend Siznior's Dominions to make 
a diverſion, which might facilicate. 
their enterprize, and that this con- 
{ideration made them decline meeting 
his Son Achmet : therefore this Mini- 
ſter, judging truly of events, haſtned 
the march of the Army , which he 
ſent againſt the Baſſa of Aleppo, reck- 
oning that it would come ' time 
enough afrer his defeat to the relief 
of Bagder, and the ſucceſs anfwered 
his expeRation, Auſtaphs and his

Son- Achmet no ſooner received his 
orders, but they followed the enemy 
with ſuch expedition, that they over- 
rook them _ they leaſt looked for 
themzand gave them no time at all ro 
look about them , and put themſelves 
in order to fight.  _4chmert would not 
ſuffer his Troops to loſe any of their 
zeal by reſting after their tireſome 
march, He repreſented to his Ca- 
ptains and Souldiers, that they ought 


to make uſe of the enemies diſorder, 


and without any longer delay he char- 
ged them ſo ſmartly, that he not on- 
ly remained maſter of the Field, the 
Artillery, and the Baggage; but he 
took abundance of Priſoners; and ſo 
routed the Army, that the Baſſs of 
Aleppo deſpairing of ſaving himſelf by 
flight, perſwaded So/iman _Admurath to 
render himſelf co the Conqueror , in 
hopes of better uſage taan if they 
ſhould be taken flying. _ 
Ar firſt he rejected this propoſition, 
bur fearing ſome treachery from Or- 
chan Ogli , whom he began to miſtruſt, 
and ſeeing his Army cur in pieces, he 
ſuffered himſelf robe carried to Ach- 
| l wet, 
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wet, Who preſently ſent him, and the 
«5 of Aleppo, to Conflantiwople, The 
reſt of the rebellious Troops yielded 
at diſcretion, and he pardoned them 
on condition they would ſerve the 
Grand Signior faithfully for the future, 
and having joyned them to his own 
Army, he marched according to the 
Grand Viſiers order to the relief of Zag- 
det. 

The news of Achmet Coprogli's vito- 
ry was as fatisfaQtory to bis father 
Mahomet, 25 the arrival of Soliman, and 
Orcan Oglt was welcome to the Sultay, 
and the Sultana his Mother, The 7:- 
fier Azem was infinitely pleaſed to 
have ſo hopeful a Son ; and nothing 
diminiſhed the Grazd Sigmior's Joy , to 
ſee himſelf delivered from a competi- 
tor who had ſhaken all his Empire, 
bur his melancholy for not having 
vanquiſhed him himſelf: Bur as if 
Fortune were weary of perſecuting 
Coprogli, and intended to bleſs him by 
an happy return, ſhe furniſhed him 
with freſh ſubje&s of rejoycing ; by 
the pleaſing news of the Sopby's re- 
treat. This Prince being informed 


thar 


the Grand Vifers, I15 
that Achwer Coproght was coming to 
meet him with a victorious Army, 
and that the Mogul or Emperor of 7x- 
dia, at the Grand Signior s deſire, was 
ready toenter into his Kingdom , re- 
turned the way he came, to defend 
himſelf from the 1ygol; which made 
Achmet bring back his Army, to im- 
ploy ic where his Father choughr fic : 
but he would not return to Conſtanti- 
zople, till he had chaſtiſed all the Zaſ- 


ſa's, and Governours , who favoured 


the Baſſa of Aleppo's Revolt, and 5o- 
limay Amurath $ enterpriſe. The Grand 
Vifier cauſed them both to be behead- 
ed; without regard to their Remon- 
ſtrances that his Son had promiſed to 
ſave their lives; and that they had 
not yielded but on that affurance, 
Policy would not give way to the per- 
formance of this promiſe ; and Solc- 
17 Amurath,(eeing he had no hope of 
ſafety, reproached Orcax Ogli with his 
baſene(s, in forcing him co yield,when 
he mighe have died gloriouſly with 
his armSin his hand,and have preven- 
ted the ignominy of dying by an Exe- 


Cationer, | 
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The death of this Prince is no leſs 
worthy of compaſhon, than his ſtory 
is odd, and deſerves to be known, He 
was the Son of Sultan Amurath the 
Fourth, and that Rachimms, of whom 
we ſpake in his reign, Though this 
Sultans had abundance of wit, yet ſhe \., 
was very ſaperſtitious; ſo that ſhe 
believed the predictions of an Almna- 
fairis ({o are the followers of Hal cal- 
led, whom the Perfiays and _drabians 
own as a great Prophet , fancyirg 
that all his race have the gift of Pro- 
pheſie.) Reachima conſulred this man 
upon all occafions , as ſoon as ſhe 
found her ſelf with child ; ſhe would 
needs know the ſnccefs of her lying 
in. The Almaſairis after ſome conſh- 
deration, anſwered, That the ſhould 
_—_ forth a Prince , who would be 
one day Emperor of the Turks , if he 


could avoid the cruelty of his neareſt 
kindred: and that if Heaven did free 
him from a misfortune that was to 
happen to him. in the capital City of 
the Empire, which he was .to avoid 
as in, he would ſurpaſs the

{weras an Oracle ; ſhe defired 4ma- + 
rath,who prepared toreturn to Conſtan- 
zinople, notwithſtanding a Prediftion 
of the Almaſaeiris which forbad it, to 
leave her at Damas. «Sir, {aid ſhe, ly- 
<«ing at his feet, if I deſerve any 
<« grace of your Highneſs, ſhew thar 
« your faithful Slave is not diſplea- 
<« {ing to you at this time, by grant- 
ing her one favour, You know, Sir, 
<« that I never importuned you ; it is 
« true, your magnificence has loaded 
© me with all ſorts of benefits; bur 
* the favour I now implore will be 
© more welcome to: me than any I 
« have already received, becauſe-your 
« Highneſs is concerned in it: it is to 
<« {uffer me to ſtay here till you re- 
«rurn: I know no greater unhappi-

Amurath was at firſt more ſurprized act 
I 3 this 
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this requeſt, which he expected not, 
than unwilling to grant ity, whether 
he apprehended the effet of the 41- 
maſairis's Propheſie,or that his paſhon 
for Ra:hime was abated, or that he 
- would not expoſe her to the reſent- 
ments and jealoufie of the $Sy/tarz 
Roxana , Whoſe love was increaſed 
more than ever by his abſence. He 
beſtowed rich Preſents on Rachima, 
commanding the Baſſ«s of Damas to 
have a care of her, and to pay her a 
very confiderable Penſion, He aſ- 
ſigned her beſides, the Tribute which 
the King of Arabiz paid him, and took 
leave of her with great marks of af- 
fetion, A httle while after Amu- 
rath's departure, Rachime was brought 
to bed of a Son, whom ſhe named 
Soliman Amurath,She obſerved the cir- 
cumſtances of the Prediction , and 
brought him up ſecretly, leſt Rox49: 
being informed of his birth, ſhould 
order him to be put to death. She 
knew thar this oreat Sultana WAS NO 
leſs dangerous than powerful , and 
that only her diſtance from her freed 
her from her cruelty, The news of 
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her death- was the more welcome to 
her, becauſe ſhe hoped to have ſup- 
plied her place, And ſhe was pre- 
paring to let the Su/tay know the birth 
of his Son, when Amurath's death 
ſpoiled her deſign : and ſhe thought it 
not fir to diſcover the young Prince 
Solimen Amurath, not having power 
enough to place him on the Throne : 
On the contrary, ſhe was careful to 
keep him from being known to 1bra- 
him, who ſucceeded Amurath, leſt he 
who came not to the Empire, but for 
want of an heir, and was thought in- 
capableof leaving any, ſhould follow 
the cruel policy of his Anceſtors by 
ſacrificing Prince So/iman, who alone 
would diſpute the Crown with him, 
Rachims therefore ſtood upon her 
guard, and contented her felf with 
the Revenue that Sultan Amnrath lefc 
her. But Sins Baſſa, Governour of 
Dames, who always had honoured her 
inthe lite of the deceaſed Grand $17- 
aior , and paid her Penſion exactly, 
diſcontinued his reſpe& to her in the 
new Emperors time, and threatned to 
{end her to the old Seras lio at Conſlan- 

I 4 tinople, 
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tineple, The Sultana miſtruſting the 
ae reſolved to retire into Perſia, 
where ſhe was born,or to ſome Prince, 
whoſe Authority might prote& her, 
and her Son, from her enemies. To 
colour her retreat, ſhe gave ont that 
ſhe had made a Vow to viſit the 
Tomb of thegreat Prophet Mahomer, 
and having begun her journey under 
this pretence, ſhe went to Reba King 
of the Arabians, the ſame who was 
to pay his tribute to hex, This Prince 
not: being ſo barbarous, ' as uſually 
thoſe of his Nation are, received Ka- 
chima with a great deal of kindneſs, 
This young S»/tans, who was not a- 
boye two-and twenty years old, ap- 
peared ſo handſome to him , that he 
not only promiſed her his protection, 
but alſo offered her his Crown, and 
his Heart, Rachime was no leſs plea- 
fed with King Rabas perſon, than his 
generoſity: He had ſo many good 
qualities, that he eafily made himſelf 
be beloved. The Sultans {ought a 
ProteQor, and thought it not fit to 
negle& the Arabian King. They 
found they had inclination enough to 
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one another, ſhe received ſo many 
marks of ſincere good will from him, 
that ſhe made no great difficulty to 
beſtow her heart on him, . He took a 
particular care of the young Prince 
Soliman CAmurath , being glad of ha- 
ving ſuch a Subje& as might revenge 
the perſecution he had ſuffered from 
the Port in the Reign of Amurath, 
who reduced him to pay Tribute, 
from which he would have freed him- 
ſelf by joyning with &mir Ficardin 
Prince of Drw his Kinſman , whem 
Baſſa Giaphay overcame, and ſent to 
Conſtantinople, where he was ignomi- 
niouſly put to death, King Reba pre- 
ſerved his reſentment, only waiting 
an occaſion to ſhew it, and impati- 
ently ſuffered the obedience and ho- 
mage which he was bound to render 
to the Grand Signior. To ſhake off 
this yoke; he armed Prince Soliman, 
whhm he edncared as his own Son, 
and negotiated ſecretly with the Zaſſe 
of Aleppo, and ſome other Governors 
of Provinces in Afia , who revolted 
| from Sw/tan Mahomet when his Empire 
was inyaded on all ſides, with inten- 
tion 
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tion to drive him from the Throne, 
and place Prince Soliman Amurath on 
it in his ſtead. We have ſeen how 
their enterprize ſucceeded, and the 
King of Arabia was flain with his 
2rms in his hand , performing the 
peer of a brave Souldier, and a great 


aptain, in the Battle that Solimar 
loſt, 


Rachima, who followed him in this 


Woar,died a little while after of grief, 
that ſhe had deſtroyed her Son , by 
endeavouring to bring him to the 
Throne, according to the Prediction 
of the Almaſairs, This Prince had 
ſomething extraordinary in his air, 
and Perion, The Turks affirmed 
that he perfetly reſembled Sultan 
Amurath his Father , who was the 
handſomeſt man in his Empire. 

After the death of Soliman Amnrath, 
Orcan Ozli, and the Baſſa's, and Go- 
vernours who followed his Fortune; 
the retreat of the Perſian Sophy left 
Aſia 18 a peaceable condition ; which 
made the Grand Vifier apply himſelf 
to oppole the other Wars that mena- 
ced the Otromen Empire, He ordered 
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all his Troops to be in the Field by 
March, inthe mean timehe continued 
his negotiations with the Great Duke 
of Moſeowy, to divert him from inva- 
ding the Grand Signior, in favour of 
the YVenetiens. He expected the arri- 
val of his Deputies at the Port, who 
were to explain the Dukes intenti- 
ons; and not finding it ſo eaſte to ap- 
peale the Emperor of the Tartars, 
whom he dreaded more than 21l the 
reſt of the Sultans enemies, he lecret- 
ly engaged the Cham of the petty Tar- 
zars to:joyn himſelf with the chief of 
the Great Chams Subjets, who were 
revolted : ſo that when this Prince 
prepared vaſt Forces to invade the 
Grand Signiors Provinces , he was ob- 


liged to make uſe of his preparations 


= - 
to defend his own Eſtate; and was 


glad to ſend an Embaſſador to the 
Sultan, to make him reparation, and 
offer him all his Forces, when he had 
appeaſed the Troubles which the pet- 
ty Cham, and his own Grancees had 
raiſed. This Embaſſy ſecured thegrand. 
Viſier, and freed him from a very dan- 


2erous enemy, However he left not 
| off 
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off his warlike preparations, both by 
Sea andLand, and continually en- 
deavoured to render his Maſter the 
moſt formidable, and powerful Prince 
in the world, 
While he waited for a proper ſea- 
ſon to make ſome expedition, he dil- 
patched a Chiaux to the Emperor, to 
demand pmage through his Domini- 
ons for the Sulten's Army into Friul:. 
The Chiaux was ſent back with a 
refuſal diſkonourable to the Grazd S1y- 
ior ; but the Yifier Azem thought IC 
not time to ſhew his reſentment , or 
20 ſend any Troops into Dalmatia, till 
the Sophy were quite determined ei- 
ther to Peaceor War. He feared leſt 
he ſhould agree with the Mogo!, ſeeing 
the Orrmen Arms imployed in an- 
other place, and defer the ſending his 
Embaſſadors to Conftantineple to re- 
new the Peace which he had broken. 
The Yenetians in the mean time be- 
ing informed that the Troubles of the 
Port were accommodated, and that 
Embaſſadors were arrived there from 
thoſe Princes of 4fis, who. had given 
them hopes of diverting the Ottoman 
; For- 
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Forces, were afraid of having them 


all rurned upon them in a ſhort time g 


and though they had obtained great 
advantages over Sultan” Mahomet's 
Fleet, they reſolved to ſend, and im- 
plore peace of him, Burt this Prince 
being ſwayed by his firſt Miniſter, re- 
ceived their Agents very coldly, and 
told them that the Signzwry of Yenice 
had no other way toend the War, but 
to yield the Kingdom of Candia to 
him, and the Town of Cliſſa, the moſt 
conſiderable place in Dalmatia ;* and 
to Pay him three Millions of Gold for 
the charges he had been art fince the 
beginning of the War. 

Theſe conditions were too hard to 
be accepted , and the War it ſelf 
could not be more diladvantagious to 
the Yenetians; and it was the Yifter 
Azem's deſign to continue it : he had 
private reaſons not to make Peace 
with the enemies of the Empire. He 
knew by experience that after ſuch 
conſiderable preparations, it was dan-= 
gerous to diſmiſs the Souldiers with- 
out abating their heat, and impetuo- 


fity, by the toils of War, He had 
a mind 
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4 mind to imploy the Fanizaries; to 
avoid the Seditions they commonly 
raiſe in Peace : So that the Yenetians 
ſeeing themſelves rejeted, implored 
the affiſtance of all the Princes of 
Chriſtendom. The Grand Yifier who 
foreſaw they would have this refuge, 
prepared to reſiſt all their attempts, 
and obſtinarely purſued the getting of 
Candia, accounting it the moſt glori- 
ous and beneficial conqueſt the Em- 
peror could ever make, He ſent great 
refreſhments to the Troops that were 
there, and all proviſions necefſary to 
continue the Sjege of the chief City 
of the Iſland. Now the $ulta» was 
more deſirous than eyer of command- 
ing his own Army, threatning if they 
continued to with-hold him, that he 
would ſteal away privately to go to 
the Camp, and diſcover himſelf to 
his Souldiers. Afahomet Coprogli im- 
ployed all his art to moderate his ar- 
dor, withont incurring his hatred ; 
making uſe of all his prudence on ſo 
nice an occafion, The Grand Sig nior 
honoured him as his Father, and had 
ntire confidence in his condud ; _ 
& 
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he liſtned to the flatteries and partial 
perſwaſtons of a great many young 
\ men, and Baſſa's, who would have 
drawn him out of the Serag/io, that 
they might with more eaſe infinuate 
into his favour, and diminiſh the au- 
thority of the Grazd Yifier. This Mi- 
niſter foreſeeing the conſequences, 
defired the Su/tane Yalide to joyn her 
endeavours with his, to convince the 
Emperor, that he ought by no means 
ro expoſe himſelf to thoſe diſgraces 
that might be followed by the loſs of 
his Eſtate, and life too. The $Sultax 
would not diſoblige the Sulfaya his 
Mother, or the Y:fier Azem, he per- 
mitted him to ſend an Army into Da/- 
matia, under the conduct of Mahomet 
Coprogh , who had order to beſiege 
Cliſſa, and Zara; but his Valor was 
not ſeconded by his Souldiers, and 
with all his attempts, he could not 
carry theſe two places. This young 
Captain ſhewed a fierceneſs that aſto- 
niſhed the moſt reſolute; he defired 
nothing bur a Battle toend that War, 
Thoſe who wondered at this vehe- 
mence, knew not that the defire of 
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glory was not the only paſſion thar 
animated his courage : but it is nor 
yer time to diſcever the cauſe, and in- 
terrupt the relation of Mahomer Co- 
progli's Miniſtry, ro treat of his Sons 
loves,which we will ſpeak of at length 
in the ſequelof this Hiſtory. 

While brave Achmet preſſed the 
Siege of the Capital City of Dalms- 
tie, and the Army in Candia endea- 
voured to conquer that Ifland in 
ſpight of all the Yenetians reliſtance; 
the Grand Vifier who applied himſelf 
to the particular Aﬀairs of the Em- 
pire,and to provide for the ſubſiſtance 
of the Armies, found himſelf at the 
ſame time obliged to extinguiſh a Ci: 
vil War, which began to break out 
by the faQiouſneſs of ſame diſconten- 
ted perſons, The frequency of thele 
kind of diſgraces had ſo confirmed 
Mahomer's foul, and courage, that no- 
thing ſurpriſed him : nevertheleſs he. 
ſtopt not this lame without difficul- 
ty, and bloodſhed. It coſt young 2/c- 
rat,the Author of the Revolt, his life, 
who was the Son of Uſain , Captain 
Geaeral of the Sea, whom the Grand * 
Viſwer 
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Vifier cauſed to be beheaded for fa- 
vouring Soliman Amarath, and the Bey 
of Togor ſuffered the ſame puniſhment, 
for /having. commitred ſome fault 
contrary to his duty. 

Theſe troubles were no ſooner 
quieted ,. but the death. of: Ragorss 
Prince of Tranſylvaniz, gave the Y;- 
fier Azem an opportunity of extending 
the Grand Signiors Dominions, This 
Province had been the ſear of a long 
War, which was ended by the ſub- 
miſſion of the deceaſed Prince, who 
paid-great ſums to the- Port, The 
Grand Vifter pretended'this was a Tri- 
bute, and that this Province hold- 
ing of the Turkiſh Empire; the right 
of nominating a Prince belonged to 
the 'Sw/rey. The States of Tranſyl- 
venia not giving way to this pretence, 
were aſlembled after Ragors4/'s death, 
co ele another Prince, (bimin Fa- 
ns, and {ount Barelay, were Compe- 
titors at this EleRion. The firſt, 
who was the moſt conſiderable, puc 
himſelf into the Emperors protecti - 
on 3 promiſing never to have any 


thing to do with the Grand S19n10r. 
K The 
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The other on the contrary, relied on 
the Sultan, and promiſed to own him 
for his Sovereign. Theſe two pre- 
tenders divided the Eſtate by their 
Factions. Count Barelays ſubmiſſion 
was accepted of at the Port, and in 
his behalf the Grand Szgztor ordered 
Ali Baſſa to enter Tranſylvania with fit- 
ty thouſand men, who preſently took 
a ſtrong place called Waradin, which 
refuſed to acknowledge Count Barelay. 
The Emperor on the other fide ſent 
an Army to defend Chimin Janos, and 
ro keep the Turks from breaking into 
his Territories. Ali Baſſa was no 
ſooner informed of this, but he ſenc 
Lo Count Souches the General of the Im- 
perial Troops, to pay the Sultay Ho- 
mage for the places which the Empe- 
ror poſſefled on the Frontiers of Hun- 
gary ; andincaſe of refuſal, denoun- 
ced War, and threatned his Highneſ- 
ſes own coming with an Army of 
an hundred thouſand men. The Em- 
peror having received this news , put 
twelve thouſand men under the con- 
dud of Count Montecuculi, to guard the 
Frontiers, and ſent to demand aid of 
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all che Princes of che Empire , feat» 
ing the Grand Signior would break the 
Peace, Bur bo arrival of a Chiaux 
whom the Sa/tan diſpatched to himby 
the advice of the Yifier Azem , who 
was not yet fully prepared to make 
W ar on the Emperor, ſecured him a 
lictle. The Sultan ſent him word that 
he deſired romaintain the Peace with 
him,and that he diſapproved the pro- 
ceedings of Al; BafſJa, whom he had 
oily ordered to ſupport the Prince of 
Tranſylkuania , who put bamfelf under 
his-protection. But the Emperor find- 
ing that withour any regard to the aſ- 
{urances of this Envoy , the General 
of the Tuckaſh Army continued his 
Conqueſt in Trenſylvania, he Rood on 
his guard, and recalling Count Souches 
to face the Enemy, and enter into the 
Ottoman Dominions, he ſent {ont Se- 
7tni © command his Troops : So that 
theſe two parties provok'd one an- 
other by lictle and little, without co- 
ming to an open War. The Grand 
Vifier was unwilling to declare, yet he 
would not loke the opportunity of 
wholly reducin? Tranſyluaits , Or at 
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leaſt of making its Prince hold diredt- 
ly of the Grand Signior, To this pur- 
poſe he ſolicited (himin Faves (whom 
the Eſtates owned as their lawful 
Prince, and who in ſpight of the 0z- 
toman Army had poſſeſſed himſelf of 
the belt places) to ſubmit himſelf to 
the Port, 'giving him hopes of a fa- 
vourable protection : but the Prince 
rejeted his propolitions, which lo 
provoked him, who had ſet his heart 
vpon joyning this Province -to the 
Sultans Dominions, that he could no 
longer contain his diſpleaſure againſt 
the Emperor ; reſolving to have ſa- 
tisfaftion from him, for hindering his 
projects: and ro revenge himſelf more 
ſpeedily, and obtain that by force 
which he could not get fairly, he put 
the (ham of the Tartars in mind of 
his promiſes to the Grand Signior, and 
received thirty thouſand men from 
him with which he augmented 47; 
Baſſas Army, This General being 
thus re-inforced, divided his Troops, 
ro make ſeveral attaques at once, at 
the ſame time beſieging Zetklit, Callo, 
and Zatmar , three places that y_ 
oe 
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coed to the Emperor :- but he faund ſo 
much reſiſtance, that with all-his at- 
rempts hecould take none of them bur 
Callo,and was forced to raiſe the other 
Sieges, and retire, to avgid fighting 
with the Imperial General , who of- 
fered him Battel. 

This War hindred not the Grand 
Vifier from preſſing that of Candia, and 
ſending continual refreſhments to the 
Army, which held Canea againſt the 
Venetians; and after he had pur all 
the Aﬀairs of the Ortoman Empire to 
a good poſture, he deſigned to go in 
perſon to carry on the Tranſylvanian 
War, not being ſatisfied with the Ge- 
neral Ali, He miſtruſted the great 
power which this Baſſs had gained 
among the Souldiers, and feared he 
would be very troubleſome to him, on 
the leaſt diſcontent ; he could not 
take away his command , or revoke 
him, without a ſpecious pretence, for 
fear of reducinghim to make uſe of his 
preſent reputation to maintain him- 
ſelf in his charge. This conſfiderati- 
on made him reſolve to command the 
Army him(elf, finding. no better ex- 
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pedient, to take away all ſuſpicion 
from Alt Baſſe, who would be obli- 
ged to give place to him without 
complaining , becauſe the Souldi- 
ers always look upon the Grand YViſier, 
when he is in the Camp, as their only 
General, He had a mind beſides to 
eſtabliſh his Son among the Soul- 
diers, who already knew how to gain 
their kindneſs : and he flattered him- 
ſelf with the hopes that he ſhould one 
day be able to repoſe part of his cares 
on him. He knew his valour,and con- 
duR, and believed him capable of f11- 
ling np that place in the Army which 
was not fit for himſelf, and which he 
could not ſecorely truſt another with : 
but death prevented this great mans 
deſign, He was no ſooner gone from 
(Conſtantinople with the Grand Sip nior, 
who removed from thence becauſe of 
the Plague, bur he found himfelf ar- 
raqued by a violent Feaver , which 
forced him to ſtay at Aadrianople , whi- 
ther he fent for his Son; ro give him 
his laft inftruQions , foreſeeing that 
he ſhould not recover. Ar this time 
he imparted to Achmet Copros lt | 
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the politick maximes which his lon 
experience, and penetrating wit ha 
taughrhim., He charged him never 
to do any injuſtice z. to ſacrifice his 
own intereſts, and particular inclina- 
tions to the good of the State ; to be 
always faithfal ro the Sultan, and to 
adviſe him to undertake no new War 
till thoſe of Candia and Tranſylvania 
were ended: © Remember my Son, 
«* (aid he, to obſerve the Laws, and 
<« that ro ſerve your Prince is to ac. 
*« compliſh the .greateſt * part of the 
«Law. After theſe Remonſtrances, 
he called Fatime his Wife , who was 
infinitely afflifted ro fee this great 
man die without leaving any authori- 
ty to his Son: but Mahomet Coprog it 
having ſomewhat recovered his ſpi- 
rits, reſolved to do ſomething before 
he died, worthy of his ſubtilty , and 
prudence. He contrived with Fatima, 
and his Son, all that was neceſſary to 
make his laſt defigns ſucceed, and he 
writ a Letter to the Grand Signior ; in 
which he told him, that finding him- 
ſelf at the point to die, nothing trou- 


bled him more than that he died be- 
K 4 fore 
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fore he had finiſhed the Wars which 
his Highneſs had with two powerful 
Enemies: but he hoped that he would 
happily put an end to them if he made 
uſe of the counſel which he had given 
his Son Achmez, to whom he had de- 
livered the Seal of the Empire, to 
give it to his Highneſs , if he judged 
him unworthy to keep it : yet if the 
Sultan had any reſpect to his paſſed ſer- 
vices , Or gave any credit to the laſt 
words of the faithfulleſt of his Slaves, 
he proteſted to him that he could not 
chooſe a man worthier to be Grand Vi- 
fier than Achmet Coprogli, of whole abi- 
lity he was aſſured, and whom he had 
furniſhed with all inſtructions neceſla- 
ry to acquit himſelf perfc&ly of that 
great charge, He added that he 
knew well enough this choice was un- 
uſnal ; bur that the $ultans intereſt 
ought to make him negle& a piece of 
Policy that was not ſo uſeful to him 
as ithad been to his Anceſtors , and 
that beſides his Highneſs ſhould con- 
lider, that Empires would periſh, if 
the Laws were not often ſubjc&ed to 
neceſſity, | 
SEA When 
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When he had written this Letter 
with a great deal of pain, he-com-. 
manded Fatima to ſend it to the Grand 
Signior,by the Yiſiers, who would come 
to receive his Jaſt words : but he char-* 
oed hernot to give them the Seal, or- 
dering Achbmet to keepit, and ro de- 
livert to none but the Emperor. At 
laſt, finding himſelf grow very weak, 
he lefr off ſpeaking, for fear of being 
ſurprized by the Deputies of the D:- 
van, When he ſaw them, he made 
aS1if he had loſt his ſpeech, and toler 
them ſee that he underſtood what 
 . they ſaid, he pointed ro his Son, who 
| was by his bed-ſide. The v4/iers, that 
they might know his meaning, look- 
ed on Fatima, as if they would learn - 
| it of her. This cunning Woman | 
burſting out into tears, told them that 
his meaning was that the Su/ray might 
know by CMchmert, what he would 
have learned of him ; - that he had in- 
truſted him with the ſecrets of the 
Empire, by giving him the Seal, and 
diſcovering to him ſome particulars, 
very important to the State, of which 


ſhe was ignorant :; bur perhaps that 
: Let- 
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Letter which ſhe gave them mighc 
clear all ; that they ſhould carry ir to 
the Emperor, andinform him in what 

condition they left the Grand Yifier. 
She ſpake theſe words fo naturally, 
- that the Deputies ſuſpeRted nothing, 
they were indeed concerned , that 
they did not carry the Seal of the 
Empire back with them ; bur they 
never imagined that the 7ifier Azems 
Son ſhould keep it, They were hard- 
ly gone from him , when he expired, 
and his death was no leſs deplored 
thanit was particular to a man of his 
condition: for it 15 not uſual for a Mi- 
_o__ of the Orroman Empire to die 4 
atural death. Almoſt all his Prede- 
ceſſors, either through the Gyand Sip- 
mtors jealoufie , or for their evil admi- 
niſtration, or their injuſtices, died by 
the hands of Executioners. The im- 
rtant ſervices Mahomet 
March 7, Coprogels had done the 
1663. State, and his great in- 
tegrity deſerved a better 
end, which happened in the ſeven and 
hfcieth year of his age. 
Thoſe who envied the glory of this 


great 
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great man, did all they could to ob-_ 
tcure'it, They reproached him with 
roo much gravity, which they aſcri- 
bed to his pride z but it was rather 
the effect of his temper : it is true, 
he knew the advantage he had over 
others by his experience, and was ve- 
ry careful to preſerve it; often hand- 
hng thoſe very roughly, who contra- 
difted his opinion , which he never 
ventured to declare, but when he was 
well aſlured of the conſequence. The 
Divan, which he always governed, 
taxed him of referring nothing to 
them, and invading the Sovereign 
Authority, The ſucceſs of his Mi- 
niftry manifeſted that he had reaſon 
toatſo, and that he had no need of 
any bodies aſſiſtance : but how unjuſt 
ſdever his enemies are , they cannot 
affirm, that fince the beginning of 
the Turkiſh Monarchy, there were 
ever ſo many troubles, as durivg the 
adminiſtration of this Grand Yiſter. 
Never was any Prince more diſturbed 
in his minority than Sultan AMahomet, Or 
more vigorouſly defended : and when 


he was ready to fink under the weight 
of 
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of ſo many Civil and Forein Wars, 
in his moſt tender age, he made three 
parts of the world tremble. He has 
increaſed his Empire by the conqueſt 
of a part of Tranſylvania, and by the 
wonderful prudence of this great Mi- 
niſter, conſtrained the mightieſt Po- 
tentates to ſue for Peace. 

His readineſs to puniſh thoſe who 
were (editious was accounted cruelty; 
yet he never exerciſed this rigour, 
but to prevent combinations , which 
are ever fatal, and deſtructive to the 
people. He knew that the firſt ſtrokes 
of Juſtice and Revenge are the belt, 
and that the way to quiet a Sedition, 
was to ſtrike at the authors of it, He 
had ſeveral other M3xims; and when 
he was forced to raiſe money to de- 
fray the charges of the War, he was 
wont to ſay, that: Peace was not to 
be obtained without Arms, or War 
carried on without money. So he 
exacted Tribate, without rendring his 
Adminiſtration odious to the people, 
who yet honour his memory in the 
perſon of Achmet Coprozli, the Succel- 
for of fo worthy a Father, 


The 
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The Yifiers, whom the Grand Sig-. 
nior and the Sultana Valide had deputed 
to receive the Seal of the Empare, 
and the Yifier Azem's laft words , ha- 
ving diſcharged their Commiſſion, 
brought the firſt news of his death, 
which was extremely lamented by the 
Sultan, and the Sultana his Mother: 
but when they had learned the parti- 
culars that Fatima informed them of 
by the Letter, which ſhe delivered to 
the Yiſters, they ſuſpended their ſor- 
row, toconſult how they ſhould pro- 
ceed in the choice of another Mini- 
ſter. Achmet Coprogli's youth, who was 
not yet thirty years old, out-weighed 
his deſert, and ſeemed an invincible 


obſtacle to the Grand Signior's defign, 


of complying with the Saltana Yalide, 


who had a mind to confirm the decea__ 
fed Vifier Azem's choice of. his Son to 
fucceed him: and ſhe alledged ſuch 
ſtrong reaſons, that the Sulrany, who 
referred all things to her, at laſt gave 
his conſent. The Y1i/ters repreſented 
to him, that to give the firſt Charge 
of the Empire to his Son who had 


poſſeſſed it before, was a contradi- 
ion 
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Rion to the Laws, and Maxims of 
State z that' the Divan, the Militia, 
and the People, would repine to ſee a 
young man raiſed toa Dignity\thar 
was fit for none bur a mw of extraor- 
dinary deſert, and conſummate expe- 
rience, However he was {wayed by 
the Sultava his Mother, who on the 
other ſide, repreſented to him, that 
he could not ſufficiently reward 1Ma- 
homet's fervices, but by putting Ach- 
met intohis place. This was not the 
only confaderation that made the $u/- 
tanas favourable to him, ſhe held her 
ſelf obliged to endeavour the prefer- 
ment of a man who had married a per- 
fon that was ſo nearly related to her. 
This is a ſtory that deſerves to be 
treated of at length; therefore] wil! 
return to thoſe things which I before 


only touched at, the better to clear 
thoſe adventures that have hitherto 


been obſcure: the moſt ſecret particu- . 


lars of which are come tro my kuow- 
ledge, 
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| Hen Fatims had received 
the Princeſs Fohaime , the 
Daughter of the Sultana 


Zaime, fhe brought her up as her own 
child in the. houſe of Mahomer (oprogls 
her Husband, who was then Gover- 
nour of Aleppo, Her Son Achmer was 
yetſo young, that he eaſily believed 
Tohaime was his Siſter : he accuſtomed 
himſelf co love her ; and as much a 
child as he was, conceived a ſtronger 
friendſhip for her than uſually that 


tender age is capable of, This kind- 
| neſs 


c 
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neſs increaſed with the beauty of F+- 
haime, who grew every day more and 
more amiable, Achmet always droop- 
ed when he ſaw her not, and Johaime 
was equally affeted with his ab- 
ſence: their mutual inclination grew 
. with them, and never was there 2 
ſtronger ſympathy of two hearts; 
they were dred up together with a 
Politene,which' is not common among 
the Turks. Mahomer Coprogli , and 
Fatima Omitted nothing that might 
give theman education conformable 
ro their quality, They knew the | 
union of theſe two perſons, and their * 
tenderneſs for one another , but they 
did not at all miſtruſt their virtue, or | 
imagine that they.could have other 
thoughts than ſuch as were inſpired 
by their ſeeming nearneſs of blood : 
therefore they ſuffered them to liveat 
liberty, taking care to m1intain their 
miſtake , in which they continued 
them, till Achmer whoſe age made 
him more diſcerning, diſcovered it 
by remarking the difference which 
his Parents put between Fohaime and 
his other Siſter; that they refuſed 
| ſeve- 
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ſeveral : advantagious matches thac 
were offered her; and often had pri- 
vate diſcourſes together in which ſhe 
was concerned, This made him be- 
lieve there was ſome myſtery in it, 
and defiring his Mother to unfold the 
whole ſecret to him., which his own 


Curioſity had already half diſcovered, 


Fatima who loved her Son extremely, 
and was aſſured of his diſcretion, told 
him that Fohaizme who paſſed for hers, 


was the Daughter of a $S/tana, but 


.that it was as much as her life was 


worth to revealit. Now Achmets eyes 


were opened, he found thar all thac 


he had felt for this Princeſs, was no- 
thing but a violent paſſion; and ex- 
amining his heart more nearly , won- 
dered that he had ſo long miſtaken 
himſelf to be her Brother , whom he 
had always beheld with a Lovers 
eyes. The poſhbility of having her 
one day in his poſſeſſion , redoubled 
his joy, which he moderated as well 
as he could, leſt Fohaime ſhould find 
out the cauſe of it, being unwilling 
to loſe the title of her Brother, till he 


could aſſume that of her Husband, of 
I. which 
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which he did not deſpair ; knowing 
that the Daughters of the Saltan's 
are frequently married to the Baſſas, 
and Grandees of the Port, The fi- 
vour his Father was in augmented his 
hopes, and he beheld his felicity with 
ſo much aſſurance , that he was in 
pain for nothing bur to know the hap- 
py moment. Now he became more al- 
fiduous about Fohaime, whom he had 
promiſed Fatima always to treat a5 his 
Siſter: but he could not keep his pro- 
miſe long ; there are tranſports in 
Love, that are not uſual in Friend- 
ſhip. Achmet's paſhon was too ſtrong for 
a Brother, and ſoon betrayed it ſelf to 
proceed from love. The Princeſs Foha- 
me, who had no leſs wit, than beauty, 
oblerved an alteration in Achmer's 
behaviour : he was more particularly 
diligent about her : he received the 
innocent favours the did him as her 
Brother, with more ſatisfaRion than 
ordinary, and endeavoured to make 
her beſtow them oftner on him. J-- 
haime perceived it , and he ſaw that 
ſhe did. This refleQion put him into

The Princeſs Fohaime , who was 
ſtrangely aſtoniſhed at this diſcourſe, 
beheld Achmer at her feet a good 
while, without being able to life him 
up, or anſwer him : but having re- 
covered her ſelf, and not compre- 
hending the truth of all that he ſaid 
to her, ſhe made as if ſhe did not un- 
derſtand him, to oblige him to ſpeak 
more plainly of her condition ; 
which he did after he had made her 
promiſe inviolable ſecrefie. She ha- 
ving a tender friendſhip for Achmetr, 
and being quite ignorant of love, li- 
ved ſtill with him as ſhe was wont to 
do before ſhe knew that ſhe was not 
his Siſter, and diſcovered no great joy 
to find a Lover in him, whom ſhe had 
always reſpected as her Brother. Burt 
Achmet quickly converted her friend- 
ſhip into a reciprocal love, Theſe 
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two Lovers were indowed with all 
that was capable of maintaining a 
laſting paſſion, They were a!moft of 
” . -theſameage, CAdchmet being but two 
years older thanthe Princeſs, He was 
well and proportionably ſhap'd , his 
behaviour and manners pleaſing , his 
eyes were lively, and ſparkling ; his 
complexion white, and his hair of a 
cheſnut colour; he went handſomly 
about every thing he did; and the 
Grand Sig nior has been often heard to 
ſay, thathe did thoſe exerciſes which 
G theTurks uſually perform before him, 
2 better than any man in his Empire. 
| The Princeſs FJohaime had qualities. 
| that rendred her no leſs amiable: her 
ſhape, though not yet quite formed, 
was likely to be the beſt in the world, 
The figure of her face was oval, her 
forehead was large, her eyes full ; 
they were blue, and ſo ſweetly Jan- 
guiſhing, that one could not ſee them 
without being ſenſibly affected ; her 
noſe was of a juſtbigneſs ; her mouth 
and teeth admirable; her complex1- 
on incomparable ; her hair brown, 


and very thick ; her min anſwered 
L; 3 the 
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thegreatneſs of her birth , and her 
wit was perfectly correſpondent to 
her outward charms : beſides all this. 
her modeſty made all the world adore 
her ; eſpecially Achmer, with whom 
ſhe avoided being alone, ſince the de- 
claration Which he had made to her : 
her chaſtity reproaching her with 
thoſe harmleſs privacies which ſhe 
had -before permitted, She lived ſo 
ſtrictly, and reſervedly, as hindred 
her Lover from taking any of thoſe 


liberties which ſhe had given way to, 


while ſhe believed him to be her Bro- 
ther. Never were ſo many charms, 
ſo much love, and virtue ſeen roge- 
ther. Sheobrained of Achmer, that 
he ſhould require nothing of her, but 
what the moſt innocent friendſhip 
could not refuſe, and that he ſhould 
keep his paſhon ſecret. They lived 
together very calmly,expeQting when 
fortune would favour their defires, by 
rendring them completely happy ; 


\ bur fate, envying their felicity, d1- 
 ſturbed their repoſe, by a ſeparation, 


which almoſt killed them with pricf. 


. Mahomet (oprogli,from being a Cap: 


tive, 
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tive, and on the brink of deſtryion, 
became the firſt Miniſter of the 07r0-- 
may Empire; he was no ſooner raiſed 
to this degree, but he took care to 
render his Son capable of ſerving the 
State under him, He had given Ach- 


mer better Education than uſually 


thoſe of his Nation beſtow on their 
children, and then brought him to 
the Court of the $Sulta, , who at the 
very firſt took a kindneſs tohim, and 
the Sultana Yalide perceiving his good 
qualities, would have him always be 
with her Son Mahomer, into whoſe fa- 
vour he fo infinuarted himſelf in a 
ſhort time, that he could not indure 
to be one moment without hit: bur 
the Grand YVifier had no mind to let his 
Sons courage decay among the ſoft 

leaſures of the Serag/io , intending 
im for a man of buſineſs; and the 
power he had over the S»/tan, who 
minded nothing bur his diverſions, 
prevailed with him to confent that 
Achmert ſhould go and make his firſt 
Campagnaz where he came off with 
ſo much ſucceſs, that he gained the 


eſteem of all the Captains : who ſee-

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but he would be one of the greateſt 
men in the Ortoman Empire, When 
he parted from the Princeſs Fohaime, 


he left her in inexpreſſible ſorrow. 


Achmet would have diſcovered his 
love to his Mother Fatima , but Jo- 
haime oppoſed it ſo ſtrongly , that he 
durſt not doit, for fear of diſpleaſing 
her : beſides, he was afraid his Mo- 
ther would reproach him with his 
weakneſs, and indiſcretion , which 
might produce an effe& contrary to 
his wiſhes : therefore he took leave of 
her, after a thouſand proteſtations 
of loving oneanother eternally. Yet 
the kindneſs of theſe two Lovers at 
parting, was not ſo ſecret , but that 
Fatima perceivedit ; who whether ſhe 
already ſuſpeRed the truth, or feared 
the effet of (© long a converſation, 
interrupted it as ſoon as ſhe could.

Falide, - This young Princeſs who was 
not ſuffered to know her Mother, fore- 
leeing the difficulty ſhe ſhould have 
to ſee e«chmet, and how grievous this 
ſeparation which was contrived with- 
out his knowledge, would be to him, 
was ſo ſenſibly touched at it , that a 
oreat while ſhe pined away ; at laſt 
ſhe fell ſick, and had no body about

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notice of their misfortune. She was 
in a place where ſhe was watched very 
nearly, She miſtruſted Fatima, whom 
ſhe ſtil] called Mother, being thought 
to be fo by every body. Seeing her

Achmet was thunder-ſtrook with 
this news, at firſt deſpair ſeized on his

*© haime allurances of them your ſelf; 
** but fince it is impoſſible, I will do 
*©it for you. Achmert was vexed at 
this diſcourſe, but he diſſembled his 
grief as well as hecould, and went 
£0 pay his reſpeRs to the Sultan, who 

received 
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received him very kindly, After he 
had given his Highneſs-an account of 
his Campagria , the Grand Signior in , 
requital, told him what he had done. 
in his abſence, and ended his relation 
with the praiſe of JAchmer's Siſter, 
who was come a little befcre, to be 
with the Sultana Palide his Mother, If 
the Sultax had taken notice of the di- 
ſturbance that appeared then in his 
Favourites countenance, he had per- 
haps ſuſpeRed ſomething of his love, 
but he did not perceive it ; and Ach- 
met then dilcovered part of his un- 
\ happineſs : he knew not that the Em- 
peror Mahomet was Fohaime's Brother, 
and ſaw nothing that could hinder 
him from being her Lover. The 
thoughts of this wounded his hearr, 
and he had almoſt betrayed himſelf 
by ſhewing his jealouſte; yer at laſt he 
forced himſelf, and ſummoned all his 
reaſon to aſhſt him, to beg the Sultar's 
permiſſion to ſee his Siſter.

His heart ha- 
ving never yet been ingaged, he ſoon 
loſt his liberty, 2nd without confider- 
ing whether it were as caſte to be be- 
loved, as to love, It was not long 
before he declared himſelf to her, not 
taking any notice of the $u/tene, who 
he believed would not oppoſe him.

durſt not continue his addrefles open-

gence, and ſervices ; therefore he 
courted Fohaime ſecretly, who being 
PUR in Achmet Coprogli s behalf, 
eaſily defended herſelf from the $u/- 
tan's importunity.

<« aflure her, that it is her own faulc 
&« if ſhe be not Grand Sultana, This 
declaration made with all the earneſt- 
neſs of a tender and paſhonate Loyer, 
ſo ſurprized him, that it was a good 
while before he could anſwer him. 
The Sultan could not tell what to 
make of this. © What > (ſaid he) will 
«« you too declare againſt my love ? 
Theſe words attered with ſome yehe- 
mence, brought Achmer out of the 
confuſion he was in; and hiding as 
well as he could the jealouſie and de- 
ſpair which the Emperors love for his 
Princeſs filled his ſoul with , he reco- 
vered himſelf ſo well as to ſay, *Your

<« pardon me, or Fohazme , and by re- 
© moving me from you, will render 
« me incapable of ſerving you. The 
Grand Signior,who was pre-poſlefled by 
his love, made him a thouſand prote- 
ſtations to protect him, and free him 
from all that he apprehended: and 
conjuring him to pity his affection, 
caſt him into a ſtrange confuſion. 
This Favourite had two things to 
chooſe, which were more cruel to him 
than death ; on one fide he (aw him- 
ſelf in danger of loſing his Maſters 
favour, whom he infinitely eſteemed, 
f he refuſed to ſerve him 1n his love ; 
and on the other hand, he was forced 
to ſpeak againſt his own intereſt , in 
behalf of the moſt dangerous Rival in 
the world ; for the Grand Signior was 
not only confiderable for his high 
birth, and the poſſeſſion of the grear- 
eſt Empire og earth; but he was furni-

leaping a ditch in hunting, which hurc 
him on the left fade, and makes him a 
lictle crooked, He has the fineſt eyes 


that a man can have; his mouth is 


good, his complexion 1s a little groſs, 
and not very ſmooth, ſince he had the 
Small Pox; his beard is of Cheſnutc 
colour, like as his hairy his gate is 
orave, and though his conſtitution be 
ſomewhat tender, yet he is very vi- 
g0rous : he is very $kilful in the uſe 
of the Bow, and the Muſquet ; he is 
exceeding generous, and when he has 
any War in hand, lays aſide all his 
pleaſures; though he loves them ex-

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cefſfively. The knowledge of ſo much 


deſert did ſtrangely alarm CAchmer, 
however he reſolved to promiſe the 
Sultan any thing rather than loſe the 
opportunity of ſeeing the Princeſs, 
who was as imparient to impart her 
diſcontents, and the Grand Signiors 
addreſſes, to him.

Fohaime received this Letter with 
ſuch ſorrow , as is eafier to imagine 
than expreſs; ſhe could not reſtrain 
her complaints and tears from break- 
ing out, juſt when the S»/tax paſſed un- 
der the window where ſhe was, not 
knowing that ſhe was in this Apart- 
ment, which in a very remote quarter 
looks into the Sn/tana's Garden, He 
was wholly taken up with his new

This behaviour of hers ſo raiſed 14- 
homets curioſity, that he ran to the 


Snltana Valide's Apartment, and ve-, 


ry furiouſly asked her where Johaime 
was, ſaying he would ſee her imme- 
Ciately, The Sultana taking yorice 
0! 
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of her Sons diſorder, and vehemence, 
anſwered him very calmly, that he 
might be eaſily ſatisfied ; and adding 
flattery to this aſſurance, deſired him 
ro tell] her, whence his ſuddain curio- 
ſity proceeded. The Prince who lo- 
ved and reſpefted his Mother ex- 
tremely, being a little appeaſed, re- 
lated to her what had hapned to him, 
The Sa/taza was much ſurprized at 
this adventure,not being able to gueſs 
at the catiſe pf Fohaime's affliction : 
but it was neceſſary to (atisfie the 
Grand Sig nior, who challenged her pro- 
miſe, and would needs know why Fo- 
haime was removed under pretence of 
ſickneſs. This queſtion ſtrangely 
perplexed the Su/tane, who now faw 
the ſecret, which ſhe had particular 
reaſons to conceal, in danger of being 
diſcovered : bur at laſt ſhe told him, 
that being informed of his love to Jo- 
hiime, who for ſome reaſons, which ſhe 
conjur'd him not to inquire farther in- 
to at preſent, could not poſſibly come 
tO be Sultana; ſhe had removed her in 
hopes of abating his paſſion by her 


abſence, and engaging him ſome- 
where 
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where elfe : but fince her caution pro- 
ved tono purpoſe, he might ſee her 
if he pleaſed ; and that ſhe believed 
when he once knew the obſtacles of 
his love, he would continge it no lon- 
ger. Then (he gave him her hand, 
and bid him lead her to Fohaime s 
Chamber, who was in ſuch confufion, 
that ſhe never thought of hiding Ach- 
wet's Letter.

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© your baſe lover. Then fary and 


grief not ſuffering him to ſay any 


more, he would have gone away from 
them to have ſatisfied his rage by 
ſome cruel ation or other, when the 
Sultans Yalide who was aſtoniſhed art 
the diſcovery of the intrigue berween 
Ahmet and Fohaime, immediately re- 
fleted that it was neceflary to diſa- 
buſe the Sultan, and prevent his re- 
ſentment of the deceit that had been 


— 


put upon him. She ftaid him by the 


arm, and with tears in her eyes deft- 


red him to hear her, Then ſhe cold 
him that Johaime was his Siſter, and 


why ſhe had concealed it from him g 


conjuring him to own her and love her 
aS heought ro do, Anger and jealou- 
fie now gaveplace to reaſon, and ten- 
derneis; and nature ſpake more in 
Fohaime's behalf, than all that her Mo- 
ther could ſay. He immediately re- 
lented, and wondered he had nor 
ſooner found out the meaning of thoſe 


ſecret agitations that were cauſed by 


nearneſs of blood. He embraced his 
Mother, and his Siſter, giving marks 


of a moſt pure and violent inclinati-

on, and a very particular eſteem of 
her virtue: He promiſed her thar 
fince ſhe loved the Yifier Azem's Son, 
he would not hinder their happineſs : 
and from thenceforwards he addre(- 
ſed himſelf more aſfiduouſly to fair 
Zachi who was owned as Sultana, a5 
ſoon as ſhe was perceived to be with 
Child, He loved this Princeſs ſo ren- 


_ derly, and reſpeRfally , that he has 


always contrived his ſecret intrigues, 
to which he is much inclined , with 
ſuchcaution , as to avoid giving her 
any cauſe to be jealous, 

n the mean time. valiant Achmet 
hazarded his life againſt the Yenetians, 
at the-Siege of (liſſa, the Capital Ci- 
ty of Dalmaiia, from whence the 0:- 
toman Army was forced to retire : 
which afforded him leiſure to return 
to (onſtantineple. He knew nothing 
of what had hapned in the Serag lo, in 
his abſence, becauſe the Grand Signior 
having a mind to ſurprize him pre- 
ſently at his return, had charged Fa- 
time not to ſend him word of any 
thing. When Achmert came to wait 
on him, he received him with open - 
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arms, and looking more chearfully 


than he was wont; after he had ask- 
ed him ſome queſtions about the 
War, he took him afide, to tell him 
that he was not only obliged to-him 
for his diligence 1n ſerving him, and 
expoſing his life for his glory z bur 


that he was more particularly behold- 


en to him for the good offices he had 
done him in his love, which had ſuc- 
ceeded according to his wiſhes:_ for 
at laſt, dear Achmer, continued he, I 
am conquerorz your Siſter Fohatme is 
ao more crnel to me, and I enjoy 
thoſe delights in her that make me 
perfetly happy. He accompanied 
this diſcourſe with ſuch tranſports of 
joy, that unfortunate Achmet believed 
him. His colour changed, and his 
heart was quite overcome with grief: 
all the reſpe& he had for the Emperor 
could not hinder him from yielding to 
his infirmiry ; and his ſtrength failed 
him ſo, that the Su/taz ſeeing himrea- 


_ dy to fink down, was afraid he would 


have died upon the place : when, nor 
to torment him any longer, © Can 
* you Achmer,ſaid he,holding him up, 

*. NN & faint 
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« faint away , when the time you 
« have ſoardently wiſhed for is arri- 
«yed ? the Princeſs Fohaime is ſtill 
« faithful to you, and may yet before 
« night, aflure you her ſelf that ſhe 
« loves you more thanever. Nothing 
leſs thanthis could have recalled amo- 
rous Achwet from death, But he was 
in doubt ſtill whether he ſhould be- 
lieve the Grand Sizniors he could not 
flatter himſelf with ſuch hopes, or 
imagine which way ſuch a change 
ſhould happen. The $#/taz ſoon con- 
vinced him by expreffing himſelf 
more Clearly : he told him how he 
found out the ſecret of his love, and 
the myſtery of his Siſters birth, which 


had been ſo long cencealed from him ; 


and without any more delay, that ve- 
ry night concluded the marriage be- 
tween Acboet and Johaime, He ſent 
to acquaint the Grand Yifier with it, 
and celebrated his Favourites marri- 
age with extraordinary magnificence. 
Thus were theſe two Lovers rendred 
happy, and for many years taſted the 
{weets of a conſummate love, 

This alliance which according to 
the 
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the Grand Viſters, 176 
the maxims of the Oztomas Emperors, 
ought to. have removed Achmer Copro> 
glifrom the ſupreme Miniſtry, by an 
extraordinary event proved the mo- 
tive, that obliged the Grand Signior 
to flight the policy of his Predeceſ- 
ſors, who rather choſe to marry their 
Daughters and Siſters to ſimple Baſſa's, 
than to their Graxd Yifiers , leſt they 
ſhould make uſe of that honour in the 
frequent Seditions that moleſt their 
Empire ; and ſecretly contrive the 
deſtruction of the Males of the Impe- 
rial Family, that by their alliance 


they may have right topretend ro the 


Crown, 

The Emperor Mahomet by confer- 
ring the charge of Yifier Azem on his 
Brother-in-law, ſhewed that a Prince 
ought not to be a flave to Policyg that 
he is above Laws and Cuſtoms; thar 
he ſhould not ſubmit to them any far- 
ther then he finds them, adyantagious 
to his State and Glory ; and that he 
is always at liberty to reform them, 
or eſtabliſh new ones, when there 1s 
occaſion, orneceſſity requires it. He 
could not have made a better choice 

N 2 £0 
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to ſupply the firſt charge of his Em- 
pire ; and though he did not find 


as much experience in Achmet Coprogli, 


42S in his Father, at leaſt he met with 
the ſame zeal for his ſervice, the ſame 
courage in the higheſt undertakings, 
and the ſame genius and reſolution in 
the greateſt affairs. 

As ſoon as Achmet was inveſted in 
his new Dignity,he ſhewed the great- 
neſs of his ſoul , and the ſtrength- of 
his wit ; for as young as he was, he 
was no more ſarprized, or confuſed in 
this place z the burthen of which ſo 
few SubjeRs are vigorous enough to 
ſupport, than if he had the experi- 
ence of the ableſt Politicians, and 
oreateſt Stateſmen., He followed his 
Fathers foot-ſteps ſo exa&ly, that no 
body could perceive any other change 
in the adminiſtration, than that it de- 
ſcended from the Father to the Son ; 
and that one was as expert as the 
other, who was the greateſt, and: 
moſt judicious Miniſter that ever ma- 
naged the affairs of the 0r7oman Em- 
pire. 

This young Miniſter therefore imi- 
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| tating his Father Mahomet (oprogh, 


acted every thing with wonderful pru- 
dence ; heat firſt accuſtomed himſelf 
never to let either Malice, Melancho» 
ly, Anger, or Haſte, which are the 
four dangerous "ſhelves of ready and 
and ſabtil wits, to have any influence 
on his reſolution, He 1s always me-, 
thodical in his diſcourſe, judicious in 
what he writes, fincere in his proceed- 
1ng, puncual in his promiſes, ſecret in 
his orders, quick, and ready to en- 

age, and very conſtant in his reſo- 
ations, His good qualities made 


the other Yi/iers and Baſſa's of the Di- 


van jealous of him, who could not 
endure that a young man ſhould be 
preferred before them, whom they 
were obliged to own as their Superior, 
and to ſubmit their opinion to his. 
The moſt powerful and diſcontented 
of thoſe who pretended to the Digni- 
ty of Grand Vifier was Ruſtan Bey, Baſ- 
ſe of Babylov, He had great intrigues 
at the Port, and abundance of Crea- 
tures among .the Spahies and Janiza- 
ries that were at Conflentinople,whither 


the Sultan was not returned fince the 
N 3 death 
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death of the Fifier Azem, He enga. 
ged them underhand to mutiny , and 
endeavour by threats to oblige the 
Grand Signior © name another Grand 
Vifier ; but the Emperor as ſoon as he 
was out of his minority, made himſelf 
abſolute among them z and after the 
example of Sultan Amurath his Unkle, 
often came abroad to ſee them exer- 
ciſe. By this means he fhewed that 
he had more courage, and reſolution 
than his male-content SubjeRs were 
willing to allow him ; and that the 
Sultana Vaiide, and the Yifier Mahomiet 
Coprogh had given him a more heroick 
eduacation than any Orfoman Prince 
ever had before him. That great and 
faithfulMiniſter tanght him to behave 
himſelf like 2n Emperor, and to make 
uſe of his Sovereign power. The Su/tar 
therefore had a mind to-praRtiſe his 
leſſons, and imploy his policy in main- 
taining the choice he had made of his 
Son to ſucceed him in his charge, and 
keeping the mutineers in order, He 
was not ignorant of the miſchievous 
conſequences of Seditiansz and thar 
it is difficult to appeaſe them, _ 

ng 
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the people and the Militia are united 
in a Rebellion. He concluded with 


the Grand YVifier that it was neceſſary 
to gain the chief leaders of the Spa- 


hies, by diſtributing mony among 


. them, to oblige them to withdraw 
| their Troops from the Fanizaries fa- 


@ion. Theſe two ſorts of Militia, as 
we have elſewhere mentioned, have 
been always oppoſed to one another ; 
nor was it Jithcult to divide them. 
ThegSpehies being appeaſed by thep;fier 
Azemss liberality , not only laid down 
their Arms, but promiſed alſo to re- 
fiſt the Fanizeries attempts; who on 
the other fide fearing the Grand Sig- 
miors menaces, and hoping to be as 
well rewarded as the Spahies, if they 
returned to their duty , declared that 
they were ready to puniſh thoſe that 
were guilty, This ſubmiſhon cauſed 
the Sultan immediately to leave Aar:- 
anople, to come and quiet the trouble 
at Conſtantinople, by taking advantage 
of the Sphies zeal ro ſuppreſs the ſe- 
ditions, He aſſembled the Dzvan, 


whither he came himſelf with all the 


Baſſe's and Officers of the Port, and 
Y N 4 the 
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the principal of the City, and with 
ſome ſharpneſs told them how muth ir 
diſpleaſed him, that they ſhould con- 
tradi his ations, and that the Jari- 
z4ries (hould go about to impoſe laws 
on him. He ſpoke with ſo much Ma- 
jeſty, that he ſtrook an awe int othe 
moſt infolent. Ar the ſame time he 
gave order to ſeize the Baſſe of Baby- 
lon, who was the chief author of the 
Sedition, the Age, and the moſt cri- 
minal Officers of the Fanizarres , and 
_ ſome of the principal inhabitants, 
cauſing them all to be ſtrangled z and 
threatned to caſhier the whole body 
of the Farizarics, if ever they com- 
mitted the leaſt diſorder. 

This proceeding ſeemed the more 
rigorous to theſe Troops , becauſe 
they expefted more favourable uſage; 
but they durſt not complain, The 
Grand Vifier in the mean time in con- 

> Fformity to his Fathers maxims, 
thought it neceſſary to employ the Fa- 
nizaries, that they might have no lci- 
ſure to mutiny again, He intended 
to continue the Szege of Candia, but 
he would firſt make an end of the 


Tr 499 
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Tranſylvanian War, which 44 Buffs 
managed with no-great- ſucceſs: and 
he was preparing himſelf to march 
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with the Fanizaries, and Spahies, when 


he was informed that the Sophy of Per- 
was about to attaque Bagder, This 
news changed the face of things, and 
made the Sultay ſend an Azz, and a 
Chiaux tO Vienna, to propole a Peace 
to the Emperor, Theſe Envoys met 
not with that ſatisfaction that the y7- 
vier Azem wiſhed, The Emperor gave 
them to underſtand, that the Princi- 
pality of Tranſlvania, which was the 
cauſe of his difference with the $al- 
tan, was a member that had been ſe- 
parated from his Eſtate, and that his 
Highneſs could not without injuſtice 
think of obliging him to quit his pre- 
tenſions to that Province, and to de- 
ſert Prince Chimin Fanos, who had put 
himſelf into his proteRion : and that. 
he could not agree to the diſmantling 
of .Serinwar, unleſs the Grand Signior 


- would demoliſh the Fortifications of 


Waradin, and ſome other places. 
This anſwer did not pleaſe the 


Grand Vifier, who was no leſs _— 
140 
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than his Father had been, of his Ma- 
ſters glory, and induſtrious to enlarge 
his Dominions : but hearing for cer- 
tain that the Sophy marched againſt 
Bagaet, he ſaw it was neceſlary to tem- 
porize now: therefore he ſent orders 
to li Baſſa, the General of the Ar-_ 
my in Tra»ſylvanis, to continue the 
overtures of Peace, This General at 
the ſame time received the news of 
the taking of Chimen Fanos by Michael * 
Abaffs, who ſucceeded [punt Barclay, 
and was protected by the Port in his 
pretences to Tranſplvenis, The death 
of Chimin Fanos, whom Abaffi cauſed 
to be beheaded in Priſon, as (himin 
had treated his firſt Competitor, faci- 
litated the Conqueſt of the Province, 
and favoured the Grand Yifiers defigns. 
Ali Baſſa immediately ſent a Courrier 
to him to know what he ſhould do in 
this conjunRure ; but Achmer ſent him 
word again that he ſhould obſerve the 
orders he had received: ſo that he 
preſſed the Emperor to ſend Deputies 
to the Port to negotiate a Peace be- 
tween the two Empires. In the mean 
time the Ortoman Army made conti- 
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the Grand Vifiers, 187 
gual inroads into 7, oe the Im- 
perial Troops did the like-in the Grand 
Sieniors Dominions, But the Turks 
being tiredwith this tedious Skirmiſh- 
ing War, threatned the coming down 
of the Grand Signior himſelf with 
a formidable Army to invade Hun- 
gar,if the Emperor did not very ſud- 
denly conclude a Peace z which made 
him diſpatch Door Perez to the Di- 
van. The Grand Vifier , whoſe drift 
was to prolong the Negotiation till 
his own affairs were in a better po- 
ſtare, diſmiſſed him , with order to 
tell his Maſter that he ſhould ſend his 
Agats to Themidway , to treat there 
with Al; Baſſa, and the Cappigz Baſſa : 
but hearing that the. S-phy for fear of 
being invaded by the <Mogol, had gi- 
ven over his enterprize on Babylox, he 
commanded General 4/ not to recede 
from the firſt conditions which he had 
propoſed in order to the concluſion of 
the Peace, 
The Emperor finding the Sultans 
propoſitions unreaſonable, and that 
the Turks continued their Incurftons, 


believed, the Divan, whatever 12 pre- 
tended, 
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tended, had no deſire to terminate the 
War : therefore he began to look 
about him betimes, for fear of being 
ſarprized ; foreſecing that it would 
not be long before the Grand Yificr 
would fall upon him , who, as ſoon as 
he had put the particular affairs of 
the Ottomey Empire into order, reſo!- 
ved to purſue the enterprize which his 
Father began, and was forced to leave 
unfiniſhed by death. Afﬀrer he had 
rigged a powerful Navy to encounter 
the Yenetians, and the Chriſtian Prin- 
ces, whoſe Forces he apprehended at 
Sea, he prepared to march againſt the 
Emperor, to let his Maſter ſee that he 
was as expert as the old Generals, 
who proud of their long command, 
and age, flighted him as a young man, 
and raiſed diſadvantageous ſtories of 
him, He ordered.the Baſſa's of Alba- 
nia, Natolia, Buda, and ſome others, to 
draw towards Hungary with their 
Troops, and deſired the Swultaz toſtay 


at Adrianople, and to permit him to go 


andexerciſe his Authority, and give 
ge of his valour, He led with 
im the old bands of Fanizaries, and 
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_ placing the Mutineers in the 
orlorn Hope, that they might be cur 
off in this War, which he hoped to 
finiſh ina ſhort time, thar he mighr_ 
turn all the Ortomen Forces againſt 
Candia, But while he marched to- 
wards Hungary , his Fleet which he 
ſet forth to ſcour the Sea, and ſuccor 
Canes, Which was diſtrefled by the 
Venetian Army, was not ſo ſucceſsful 
as he expected: it ſhun'd ingaging the 
Venetian Fleet , which would have. 
fought ro have prevented the relief of 
Canea, The ſame Fleet however pur-. 
ſued the Torkiſh Gallies in the 4- 
chipelago ſo briskly , that it took ten 
Saiques, gave Chace to four great 
Veſſels that followed a Caravan of 
Alexanaria 5 and being come up with 
them, took three,and ſeveral Saiques 
that carried abundance of perſons of 
quality of both Sexes, who were go- 
ing on Pilgrimage to Mechas | 

The news of this diſgracedid more 


 inflame the Grazd Vifiers courage, who 


made long marches to arrive at Bel- 


grade, where the body of the Army 


expected him under the conduc of 4/7 


Baſſa, 
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190 The Hiſtory of 
Baſſe, who was newly made Yifier of 
Hungary. The approach of this great 
Miniſter, and the arrival of the 3ſ:- 
ſe's of Boſſina, Sileflria, waraain, Aleppo, 
and the Beglerbeg of Narolie, fo teri. 
fied the Emperor, that he preſently 
commanded the Baron de Goez, one of 
his Deputies , to divert the dreadful 
ſtorm that threatned the Empire, by 
granting ſeveral of the demands 
which A4 Baſſe made in the Grand 
Sig nior's name, Ali acquainted the 
Grand Viſier upon'what terms the Em- 
peror was willing to purchaſe Peace : 
that he conſented that Adichel Abefji 
who was under his Highneſles prote- 
tion, ſhould be acknowledged Prince 
of Trenſylvania , and promiſed to 
withdraw his Garriſods out of ſome 
places, and to demoliſh the Fort of 
Serinway : but Achmet had no mind to 
po back now he was ſo forward , and 
ad made ſuch preparations for the 
War ; thinking it below him to make 
Peace on any conditions, either leſs 
advantageous to his Maſter, or leſs 
glorious for himſelf, than the Vi- 
tories. that ſeemed to attend his 
Arms : 
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Arms; and forthis reaſon, not bein 
ſatisfied with what the Emperor of- 
fered, He asked over and above; 
two millions for the expences he had 
been at, with a Tribute of an hun- 
dred thouſand Rixdollers a year' for 
the Kingdom of Hangary , which he 
reſolved to make wholly tributary to 
the Orromey Empire, Belides this, 
he would have the Emperor give free 
paſſage for what Troops the Grand 
Signior pleaſed to ſend into the Yere- 
tian Territories, 

Theſe proud demands made the 
Emperor deſpair of the accommoda- 
tion, he had hitherto flattered him- 
ſelf withal. He perceived that rhe 
Grand Vifier would not let the Fan-© 
Zaries return to Conſftantiniple, till their 
fierceneſs and inſolence were abated 
by the toils of a War, which through 
the animoſity of both parties would 
undoubtedly prove very bloody. 
Achmet Coprozli being informed of 
the Emperors -continual preparati- 
ons for War , was glad to meet 
with reſiſtance in ſuch an Enemy, 
whoſe defeat would augment his 

glory, 
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lory, and convince the world that 
e was as able in the Camp, as in 
the Divan; and could not onl 
adviſe like an Oracle, but could 


command alſo like a great Cap- 
tain, 
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HE Emperor ſeeing his Com- 

| miſhoners return without any 
effe&t of their Negotiation, 

wade no queſtion but that the Yiþer 
Azem would endeavour all he could 
to come; and befiege him in Yienns. 
Therefore he fortified that City, that 
it might be in a condition, if need 
were, to reſiſt the Orroman Forces, 
implored the aſſiſtance of all the Po- 
tentates of Europe, and with fout 
diſtiat Armies (ecared the heredita- 


ry Proviaces of the Empire, The 
O Grand 
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Grand Viſuer on the other {ide aimed 
at ſome confiderable Expedition, and 
having determined what to do, pal- 
ſed the long Bridge of £fſek, and ſate 
down before Newhauſe/. He immedi- 
ately inveſted the place , and defea- 
ted ſome Troops which Count Fvr- 
ate, and Balfs,and Marquiſs Pio,would 
ave put into it , then he ſummoned 
it according to the cuſtom of the 
Turks, who do ſo to all places they 
beſtege. Burt Count Forgats the Go- 
vernour having given ſuch an an(wer 
to- his ſummons, as made him find 
hat fair words and ſplendid pro- 
miles were not ſufficient arguments 
to-perſwade him to ſurrender a place 
which the Emperor had intruſted 
him with : he planted ſo furious 2 
Battery«as ſoon made breaches wide 
enough to invite the Turks to an a(- 
ſult, in which great numbers of 
them were ſlain by the defendants. 
But the Grand Yifier preſſed the Siege 
fo vigorouſly,that the Governour was 
forced to yield the place upon com- 
politionz and the Articles were ſo 
 advantagions , that ſeveral of = 
| O 
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Officers, and the chief of the befleged 
knowing to what neceſſity of ſurren- 
dring the Town was reduced, and 
what multitudes of their Enemies 
had periſhed befote their Walis in fo 
ſmall a time, were of opinion at firſt 
that the Grazd Yifier readily conſented 
to whatever Count Forgurs demanded, 
with deſign to break his word, and 
to have it the ſooner in his power to 
revenge the loſs he had. ſuſtzined du- 
ring the Siege : but the event ſhewed 
that they did him wrong to ſuſpe@ he 
could be guilty of a baſeneſs fo much 
below the greatneſs of his ſoul, though 
otherwiſe ſach ations are very com- 
mon among the Turks. Achmet Co- 
progli has always profeft himſelf an 
enemy to treachery, and thinks him- 
ſelf concerned in honour to keep his 
word on all occaſtons.

Count Forgers being marched out 
of Newhasſel , the YVifier 4zem made 
his entry into it,and at the ſame time 
diſpatched an Officer to carry the 
news to the Grand Signior ; but de- 
ſigning to make an entire conqueſt of 
Hunger) » to accompliſh it without 
ding of blood , or ruining the 
Country, he bethought himſelf of 
ilaing out a Proclamation , that all 
the places that would ſubmit to the 
Ottoman Empire, ſhould be exempted 
from Contribution for fix years, at 
the end of which each houſe ſhould 
py ok Rixdoller, This did not 
ucceed ſo well as he expected ; how- 
ever he poſſeſſed himſelf of Schinra, 
Nevigran Levens, and (ome other pla- 
ces of leſs importance, with which 
he ended the Campagna , that he 
might refreſh his Army , and be at 
leifure to look after the affairs of the 
Port, which he Kill cook care of, not- 
withſtanding the War. To this end

Highneſs cauſed him to be belated 
upon the advice he had from the Y/ier 
Azem, that he was corrupted by the 
Emperors Miniſters, from whom he 
had received a very conſiderable ſum 
of money, which was found in his 
Coffersz being not only a certain ar- 
gument of his Crime, but a mark of 
Achmet Coprog lis faithful correſpon- 
dence in all parts, The ſeaſon of the 
year which obliged the Yifier to re- 
treat, did not hinder him from ſend- 
ing Succors to Caxea, and Recruits to 
the Troops that were in Dalmatia; 
fo that at the ſame time that he ha 
undertaken another War, he prefſed 
the Yenerians in two ſeveral places, to 
ſhow the Chriſtian Princes, that the 
Sultey could maintain more Armies 
than one againſt his Enemies, and

and ſome Turkiſh Companies to waſt 
Moravia, and Sileſia, and to make 1n- 
roads as far as Presburg , the Capital 
City of Hungary, by that means to di- 
vert Count Serinj, whoby the Empe- 
ror, and the Diet at Ratisbon was no- 
minated Generaliſ/imo of the Hung arias 
Forces, But neither theſe Forces, 


nor the extremity of Winter , could

ed. He made himſelf Maſter of P4- 
lanka, and Peez , a populous trading 
Town; and leaving his Army under

met with a vigorous reſiſtance, which 
howeyer could not keep him from

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burning that, and many Magazines 
which the Turks had along the River 
Dravas. Afﬀter this he undertook the 
Siege of Canifis, a place of great im- 
portance. 
The Grand Siznior hearing of this 
Siege, was reſolved to go in perſon 
and'relieve this Town, and ſtay the

ly motive that cauſed him to divert

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the affection and zeal which he ever 
had for bis Maſters ſervice, at this 
time prevailed over all other confi: 
derations, knowing the violence of 
his nature, and the greatneſs of his 
courage, he feared he would engage 
himſelf too far intodanger, and that 
he would receive more prejudice by 
the enterprizes of the Matincers 2! 
Conſtentineple, than advantage by the 
conqueſt of the whole Kingdom of 
I Nor did he doubt but that

Field 'to prevent him from joynin 
Canifis to the other conqueſts he ha 
made during the Winter ; bur the 
death of 44 Beſſa obliged him to ſuſ- 
pend his intention of repulſing the 
enemy, to allow him thoſe Funeral 
Ceremonies which his great ſervices 
to the ſtate deſerved. 

Ali was one of the greateſt, and moſt 
expert Captains of the Ortoman Em- 
pire : he bore Arms firſt under Su/tar

Tn the mean time the Emperor im- 
patiently expected the Succors he had 
deſired of the Chriſtian Princes. The 
Pope, the Princes of 7taly, and the 
King of Spain,had promiſed him large 
ſums of money , for which he had 
ereat occaſion , but they made no 
Z haſte to ſend them. Sweden and Ls- 
= raingave him hopes of men, but he 
heard nothing of their coming ; ſo

on this occaſion, as on a thouſand 
others ſhewed himſelf to be the moſt

about it, (ount Nicolas Serinj did all 
he could to make the Enemy retire, 
and perhaps had effeed it, and for- 
ced them to give over their enter- 
prize, if Achmes Coproghh, who ear- 
neſtly ſought an opportunity of dif- 
pating the glory of a victory with 
this General , whoſe reputation was 
fo great, that the Turks trembled ac 
his very name, had not arrived in the 
| Camp, with the Baſſe's of Beſſina, and 
Albania, followed by a body of twenty 
thonſand men, having made another 


| bodyof the reſt of his Army , which

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was employed in another place, Hi 
preſence animated the Souldiers, who 
were diſcouraged by the ſtout reſiſt 
ance of their Enemy, and the toils Þ 
they indured in the Siege. They were 
aſhamed not to follow their General, 
who expoſed himſelf to the greatcl 
dangers, and would have gone to the Þ 
affaulr himſelf, if the crowd of the 
Officers of the Army had afforded F 
him any room. They ſtrove who Þ 
ſhould firſt rake the Fort, and having 
 atlaſt carried it, they put two thou- 
ſand men whom they found there in 
Garriſon to the Sword , inraged that 
ſuch an handful ſhould preſume to 
refiſt an Army of forty thouſand 
men.

He ſent with a great 
deal of civility to the Chriſtian Ge- 
nerals to demand ſeveral Captains, 
and ſome Baſſa's , and chiefly Iſmacl

ſted nine hours ; offering whatever 
they pleaſed for their ranſom, if they 
were Priſoners, and ſent back all the 
Chriſtian priſoners that were 1n his 
Camp. Afrer the Battle, the two 
Armies attempted nothing confide- 
rable, but ſtood upon their guard 0n- 
ly.

Afrer this Declaration he ſent rhe

Divan was of his opinion. The Salt 
ſent him order to conclude ic, and 
gave notice to the Emperors Ref» 
dent, that to ſtop the progreſs of the 
War, they ſhould renew the Confe- 
rences that were held at Themiſwar. 
The Reſident immediately ſent away 
a Courrier to advertiſe Prince Lako-

might have been recovered, which 
the Swtsn without doubt would have 
ſurrendred, to finiſh a War that im- 
ployed the beſt part of his Forces, 
which he wanted to oppoſe the $Sophy, 
who made new attempts on Babylon, 
and the Provinces bordering on Perfia, 
to preſerve his Conqueſts in Canain, 
from whence the Yenetians were dri- 
ving him ; and to appeaſe the trou- 
bles which the revole of the Gover- 
nour (bazaen Baſſe had raiſed in Egypr, 
All Chriſtendom having taken 
Arms to affiſt the Emperor , would 
have made great advamiages by the 
continuation of the War againſt the 
common Enemy, and particularly the 
Commonwealth of Yeaice would have 
forced him wholly to quit his deſign 
upon Candia, There can never hap- 
pen ſo proper a conjuncure to humble 
the Sultans pride. All the Potentates 
of Exrope were ready to unite againſt 
him. His own Dominions were di- 
ſtarbed with inteſtine broils , the So- 
 ph3and the other Princes of Aſia were 
avout to declare War againſt him.

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The Yenetians had a ſtrong Fleet ar 
Sea. Every thing ſeemed to contri- 
bute to his ruine, But the Emperor 
by a miſtaken policy took falſe mea- 
ſures, which in the conſequence fel! 
heavy nor only upon himſelf, bur the 
common intereſt of Chriſtendom 
for he concluded ſuch a Peace as left 
the Saltan at liberty to aſſemble all 
his Forces againſt Caxndia 5 which 
proved afrerward to be the loſs of 
that Iſland, Whereas, had his Im- 
perial Majeſty comprehended the Ye- 
netians in his Treaty, it might on the 
other fide have rurned as much to the 
adyantage of that Commonwealth, 
This proceeding gave likewiſe great 
offence to the moſt Chriſtian King, 
who had ſo generouſly aſſiſted the 
Emperor againſt the Ortomen power, 
in the preſervation of his Hereditary 
. Countries, which at chat .time his 
Imperial Majeſty was not of himſelf 
in condition to defend. The French 
were but ill required for their patns, 
particularly by the Confederates, 
who ſhamefully lefe them as ſoon as 


they ſaw them engaged with the 
P 4 Turks : : 
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Turks : inſomuch that Connt Horlac 
the Confederates General , not 
eing able to make them ſtand, re- 
tire] into a Wood, where he was 
found after the Battle foaming with

ther they led them , the Proclamati- 
on of the Peaceleaving them no more 
ro doin Hungary and Ger AN) » | 
 Achmet Coprog ti was afraid he ſhould 
have been forced to have relinquiſhed 
many of. his Maſters pretenſions ; 
but ſeeing how ealily the Emperor 
Was ſarisf ed, he managed the Sultins

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intereſt aSwell as he could,. and ſub 
ſcribed to Articles which he at an-

Baſſe, and ſent a rich Veſt by him to 
the YVifier Azem, whom he ſhould find 
at Belgrade, and receive the Inſtructi- 
ons of his Embaſhe from him. wu 
bemet acquitted himſelf faichfully of 
his Highnefles Commiſhons, and art 
the ſame time thac Achwmer received 
from him the marks of his Maſters 
ratitude and affection, he was in- 
| oa of the death of generous 
Count Serini, This news ſo (urprized 


the Grand Yifier, that he broke off his 
converſation with Mahomer Baſſa, to 
learn the particulars of that ſad acci- 
dent, which norelation hitherto has 
pu a clear account of, as I find by 
ome ſecret AMemwires which have 
more truth in them, 

It was told the Ottoman Genera], 
that his victorious Arms having for- 
ced Count Serzni to raiſe the Siege of 


Caniſia, he retired into a Fort of his 


own 
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own name, which he had built, ex- 
cremely diſſatisfied that this enter- 
ize, as well as ſeveral others before 
d ſucceeded no better for want of 
neceſſary aſſiſtange z and that his vex- 
ation for the loſs, and raiſing of the 
ſaid Fort, and the ill uſage OY 
ved from the Emperor, and the Impe- 
cial Diet, cauſed him to retire into 
one of his Country houſes, to com- 
fort himſelf in the tranquillity of a+ 
0k life, for the inconſtancy of 

is fortune, and the injuſtice of the 
Court where thoſe who held the 
firſt rank, as being the moſt power- 
ful, and conſiderable perſons in the 
Empire, not ſatisfied with hindering 
the Diet from choofing him Gener«- 
liffimo of the Army , which command 
juſtly belonged to him, ſtill continued 
their deſign of deſtroying him, to ſa- 
tiate their envy, and free themſe)ves 
from their apprehenſion that this He- 
rowould one day ſhew his reſentment 
of their ingratitude. But not daring 
to attempt his life openly, with their 
Arms in their hands,theirCourrt-trea- 


chery purſued him in the midſt + the

210 The Hiſtory of 
Forreſts, where, as he was wont to 
do, diverting his melancholy with 
Hunting, he was killed with a blow 
he received in the chaſe of a prodi- 
gious great Wild Boar, which he had 
already wounded , to whoſe fury 
the authors of his death falfly attri- 
buted his murther, and accordingly 
contrived the relations of it ; endea- 
vouring ſo to palliate the enormity of 
an a@ion which it was their intereſt 

ſhould be eternally concealed. 
This recital had a contrary effc& 
to what was reported, Generous Ach- 
met conlidering- the hard fate of vz- 
liant Count Serini, who'may well be ac- 
counted the greateſt Heroof this Age, 
far from rejoycing at the fall of ſo 
dangerous an enemy, was ſo touched 
at it, that all the ſatisfaQtion he rea- 
ped from the Grand Sigmior's obliging 
expreſſions, which Mahomer Baſſa in- 
formed him of, could -nor keep him 
from ſhewing his grief, and lament- 
ing the unhappy end of a Captain 
who had ſo obſtructed the progreſs of 
the Ottoman Arms, to that degree, 
chat he was apgry with the neigh- 
bonring 
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bonring Tarks for making Bonfires 
when they heardof it, - | 

The Grand Vifier having learned 
the Sultans intentions,diſpatched 144- 
" homet Baſſa, that he might arrive at 
Vienna, at the ſame time that Count 
Leſblez, whom the Emperor ſent to the 
Port, ſhould come to Aartanople, where 
the Grand Signior was, Then having 
{ commanded the Baſſa's of Boſſina and 
| Albania tO have their Troops ready to 
paſs into Dalmatis with the Sultans 
firſt oxders, he began his journey to 
Conſtantinople, where he met with the 
applauſes dne to his great condud, 
and invincible courage, The Em- 
' peror Mahomet received him with 
open arms, and ſufficiently manife- 
ſted his kindneſs for, and eſteem of 
this great Miniſter, who far from abu- 
ſing bis favour, would have made uſe 
of it, to obtain pardon for thoſe Of- 
ficers who diſobeyed him when he 
preſſed them to fight , and would 
hardly ſuffer the Su/tan to put five or 
ſix of them to death, for an example 
to. the reſt; not but that he was as 


ſenfible of their baſeneſs as of the 
bravery 
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bravery of the French, whoſe courage 
he commended in the Grand Sto nor's 
preſence, and teſtified how much he 
valued them, by his kind reception 
of, and civility tO Monſieur de la Haye, 
then Embaſtador of Frazce at the Port, 
whom he entertained three days to- 
gether in his houſe, treating him with 


more reſpect than was ever (hewn to 
any Embafſſador before, - 


The Grand Yiſters return gave the 
Grand Sip ntor the freedom of diverc- 
ing himfelf with Hunting , and his 
Women; for leaving all his affairs 
ro his care, which he had looked at- 
ter in his abfence, he retired to one 
of his pleafant Country Houſes, 
which the Tarks call Chioufti, not far 
from Conflantinople, where Achmet Co- 
progli ftaid to ſend relief to Cane:, 
which was ſtill diſtreſſed by the Yene- 
fians, and to ſee the Sultan's Revenues 
paic , and repleniſh his Treaſury, 
which was exhauſted by the Wars. 
Thar of Candia was incredibly expen- 
five, all the Ammunition 2nd _Re- 
cruits that were fent thither were lic- 
tle enough; and the innumerable For-

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' ces that had been conſumed inie, had 


made but 2 very flender progreſs: 
therefore he conſidered how he mighc 
ata ſpeedy endtoit, He applied 
imfe] diligently co put the affairs 
of the Port into ſuch a polture , as 
mighe permit him to 90 thither him- 
(elf + and the conqueſt of this Ifland 


ſeeming (9 him che moſt glorious thas 
he could ever make, he promiſed 


himſelf both good ſucceſs in his expe- 
dition, and immortal renown , noc 
only among the Turks, who knowin 

the importance of the Kingdom O 

Candia, obſtinately contended for the 
maſtery of it twenty years ; but alſo 
among all other Nations, who would 
2dmire the yalour of the Defendaatrs, 


: and the conſtancy of the Beſtegers. 


Nor did he doubt of effecting more 
by his preſence than all the Generals 


. that had been ſent thither before had 


done. His defign was to finiſh the 
War by taking the Capital City, 
which hereſolved to befiege with all 
the vigour and pains that can be ex- 
pected from aCaprain perfeRly inſtru- 
Red in the art of War, He com- 


mMuni- 
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municated his intentions to his High- 
nels, and remonſtrated to him that he 
ought not any longer to oppoſe his 
departure from Conſtentinople. 

The great preparations he made 
were ſoon known to the Yeretians, 
who on their fide diſpoſed themſelves 
ro refiſt them z but not finding them- 
{elves ſtrong enough, they ſent Em- 
- baſſadors to implore the aſſiſtance of 
all the Chriſtian Princes, 

In the mean time all things being 
ready for the Grand Vifiers Expediti- 
on, he parted from (oſtentinople with 
the Graud Signior (who for ſome rea- 
ſons you will learn hereafter , never 
returned thither fince) and followed 
him to Adriazople, and from thence to 
Lariſſa , where he took leave of his 
Highneſs to go to Thebes, waiting for 
the union of the Troops he was to 
lead, As ſoon as they were aſſembled 
he cauſed them to march to Napoli as 
Romania, Which pla he choſe for the 
general Rendevonze, and then went 
to meet his Wife Tohaime, and Fatims 
his Mother, who would needs 2ccom- 
pany him in his voyage, He was 
olad 
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glad of having the advantage of her 
counſel, whoſe wit, and courage was 
above her Sex, With theſe two 
perſons who were ſo dear to him be 
embarqued at Malvezie, and fer ſail 
for (ane, where his arrival animated 
the beſieged, who were cloſely preſ- 
| ſed by the Pererians. At his firſt coming 
he forced the Enemy to retire, and 
after he had viſited the. place, took 
a general review of all the Troops 
that were in the I{Land,and thoſe that 
he brought along with him, and then 
 witha {mall party went to view-the 
old Town of {andia, and to take no- 
tice how tae former ſiege was diſpo- 
; fed, The Yexerians being advertifed 
« of his approach, ſallied out, and re- 
pulſed him; but his defign being to 
end this tedious, expenſive War, by 
faking the chief Ciry , he ſoon re- 
turned with a more confiderable body 
of men, thac he might with more 
ſafety view the Country, and the out- 
| works of the place, about which he 
pitched 2'new Gamp, and drew lines 
for a more regular Siege than the 


former : the execution. of which he 
, 'Q found 


— 
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found very difficult-; for not havin 
been truly informed of the Forces of 
the Fown, and the fituation of the 
Country, He ſaw it would coſt him | 
more pains, aad time, than he expe. 
Red it would. However not at al 
diſcouraged by the difticulties he met 
be carried on the works with 
ſuch diligence ,. that the beſieged 
were quickly reduced to employ all 
theinduſtry of their Engineers to le- 
cure them from the Mines which he 
continually ſprung , and all theF 
ſtrength of their Souldiers to reſiſt the 
aſſaults of the Turks, Never was any 
place ſo vigorouſly atraqued, and lo 
ſtoutly defended, This being one of 
the moſt famous Sieges that ever w3s, 
feveral Writers have at large relate 
1t; therefore 1 ſhall not tronble the 
Reader with an- uſeleſs repetition of 
what he may find elſewhere, but cn- 
ly ſuccintly mention what the ſtory 
of the Grand Yifier will not ſuffer me þþ 
roomit, without ſpecifying all the 


aaulrs and Skirmiſhes that happened 
at if, 


This 
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This General, beſides the wonder- 
ful reſiſtance-of the-beftieged, had no 
leſs dangerous enemies to encounter 
with at this Port, who did him all 
the ill; offices they could with the 
Grand Sig nior, and by making uſe of 
this troubleſome conjunure of af- 
fairs, endeavoured to deftroy him, 
They repreſented to the $S»/tar, thac 
the length of the Siege of (andis pro- 
ceeded from the Grand Yifiers want 
of courage, whoſe Army was power- 
 filenough ro ſubdue all 4/iz, or the 
greateſt Empire in the world-; bur 
that his cowardize made him protract 
thetime, that the Chriſtians mighe 
have leiſure ro aſſemble their Forces, 
which would at laſt oblige the Orroman 
Army to quit the conqueſt of. an 
Iſland that had exhauſted the ſtrength 
of the Empire , and his Highneſles 
Treaſures : that ſuch an affront 
would be-irreparable, and aneternal 
diſgrace to the Miſulmans, and would 
certainly happen through the baſe- 
neſs and weakneſs of the Grand YVi-. 
fier, who out of a vain preſamption 


had undertaken the continuation of 2 
Q_z War 
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War he could never end honourably, 
Thus theſe envious perſons omitted 
nothing that might induce the Grand 
Sjgmior to recal and ruine him, 

The too credulous Prince provo- 
ked by the Grand Yifters ill ſucceſs, 
who inceſſantly ſent for Recruits, be- 
lieved all that was ſaid againſt him; 
and without any regard to his invio- 
Iable fidelity, or the high rank he 
held in the Empire, which made him 
{ubje@to the malice of the Courtiers, 
without conſidering that thoſe Mini- 
ſters who are moſt affectionate to, and 
zealous for the ſervices of their 
Prince, and the good of the State, 
are always moſt expoſed to envy. He 
took a reſolution which would have 

_ deprived him of the ableſt, and beſt 
6f all his Subje@s, if 4chmer Copreg's 
prudence had not equalled the $»/tars 
cruelty, and injuſtice. He ſent this 
brave General word that he ſhould 
fuddenly put an end to the Siege, 
which his raſhnefs had prowpted him 
to undertake, and in & very (hor! 
timeei ner ſend him his Head, or the 
Keyvof (undis. ah, 

is 
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This order was very peremptory,and 
ſpfficient ro have Gaken x Grmeſt 
Conrage, The Grand Yifier had great 
reaſon to think himſelf very rigor- 
ouſly and unjpſtly dealt with ; his f6i- 
delity and zeal for his Maſter, and 
the hazards his life was ſo often ex- 
poſed to for his glory, deſerved ber- 
rer uſage, and might have inclined 
him to revenge himſelf , and ſhew his 
reſentment by abandoning his Army, 
which would undoubtedly haye pe- 
riſbed , if he had ſought to ſecure 
himſelf by going over to the Yenetian 
fide, as he might have done: but ho- 
nour having ever been his only ob- 
eR, he never ſo much as entertained 
a thought that was prejudicial to his 
reputation. He anſwered the Sultaz 
very ſubmiſſively, yet in ſuch terms 
as ſhewed the greatneſs of his ſoul; 
and that it was not the fear of death 
he was threatned with that made him 
haſten a conqueſt , which he uader- 
took for the augmentation of his Do- 
minions, and glory: that he never 
had any other end in it, and. that if 
his Highneſs could reap any benefic 
F Q by 
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by his death, it was in his power to 
ſatisfie himſelf when he pleaſed : 
that as to the Siege of Candi he ho- | 
pen to finiſh it, if he would allow 
im time, having been deceived by a 
falſe account of the ſtate of the place, 
Achmet impCrced the Grand Stg mrs 
command to his Mother Fatima, and 
having conſulted rogether, they con- 
cluded that this blow proceeded from 
the perſecutions of his enemies it 
Court: and ſogn after they were con- 
firmed in their opinion by the Cou- 
riers which they ſent continually to 
the Port, to bring them news of all 
that paſſed there, They found that 
ſome Courtiers who had infinuated 
themſelves into the Grand Signiors fi 
vour, had atrempred to diſgrace him, 
and had ſucceeded in it. However 
he did not much trouble himſelf, be- 
ing aſſured that his conduc would ju- - 
ſtifie him, and that the detractors 
would be puniſhed for their calumnies 
by their own remorſe, and the $Su/- 
- Fens anger, who would in time difco- 
ver their treachery. He continued 
fo preſs the-befieged , who received 
| oreaf 
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great aſſiſtance from the King of 
France, under -the . condu&t of the 
© Count de la Femillade , who was accom- 

panied by the Conant de St. Paul, 
the Duke of Chafteau Thierry, the Sicurs 
de (aderouſſe, de Villemaur , and many 
more Gentlemen and Officers, who 
came to ſhew the Turks that they 
could overcome them as well in Creer 
as in Hungary, And the ſallies of 
theſe brave men put the Tarks almoſt 
in deſpair , who were incouraged by 
their Generals preſence, He went 
from quarter to quarter to animate 
them, and exhort them to do their 
duty. Hecanſed new Candies which 
the Turks built after the taking of Ca- 
ea to be demoliſhed , that he mighc 
make uſe of the materials in his 
works, and by depriving his Troops 
of a ſafe retreat, force them to ſe- 
cure themſelves by their valour, al- 
ways telling them that they muſt ei- 
ther conquer or die. 

But while he eadeavours tobecome 
maſter of Caxdia, Conſtautizople Was 
filled with tumults raiſed by the 


male-contents of the Empire, who .

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leeing the ill (acceſs of the Gray 
Stgmors Arms in this Iſland, and tha 
ſeyeral neighbouring Princes were 
ready to declare War againſt hin, | 
reſolved to make uſe of this opportu- 
nity to revenge his Highneſſes con- 
tempt of them, and prevent the pu: 
niſhment that was due to their Rebel. 
lion $ in which they en aged the Ja 
PELATIES , who AY at Conſtanti- 
zople, to guard the Town, the Sultan, 
and the Sergglio, The Matinee: 
threatged to depoſe the Emperor, 
and to ſet up Prince Soliman his Bro- 
ther in hisroom. The abſence of the 
Vifer Azem ſtrengthened this Sediti- 
on, which all che Sultan Falide's pow: 
er cod hardly appeaſe, The $#{t4! 
was thenat Adrianople, and was ſo dil- 
pleaſed with the Inh2bitants of Con- ; 
Santinople, that he would not ſo'much P 
as take notice of their earneſt (olici- } 
rations of him co return thither. He 
declared openly that this proud City 
ſhould no longer be che Imperial Seat, 
lince (he ha rendered her ſelf un- 
worthy by her frequent diſorders. 
The people, 2nd che Fanizaries, _ 

or 
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for the moſt part have their Families 
' at Conſtantinople, were extremely pro- 
yoked by this reproach. And if 
Prince So/iman had been among them, 
they had certainly proclaimed him 
Emperor: but he was in the Gra#d 
Signiors power, who not being ſo bar- 
barons as his Predecefſors, would 
not practiſe their inhumane policy of 
ſecuring the poſſeſſion of the Empire 
by the death of all their Brothers. 
Far from being ſo cruelly cautious he. 
allowed his three Brothers an honour- | 
able freedom , and ſuffered them to 
employ themſelves in exerciſes agree- 
able to: their high birth: yet when 
he went from Conſtantinople he took 
Soliman along with him. 

This Princes Mother Maiama was 
dead, ſhe did all ſhe could to place 
him on the Throne , which is partly 
the cauſe that the $u/tax is jealous of 
him. His good qualities render him 
beloved by all the world, eſpecially 
by the Souldiers, who are not 1gno- 
rant of his vaſt courage, His 1mpa- 
tience to give ſome proofs of his ya- 


lour made him inconſiderately _ 
is 
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his Brother to let him accompany the 
| Grand Vifler in the Candian War, which 
his Highneſs thought not fit ro grant; 
and the Yefier Azem convinced the Sal- 
tan that it concerned him nor to truſt 
tis young Prince with Arms, which 
he might one day tura againſt him, 
but to keep him where his actions 


might be better obſerved : not that 


he gave him this advice to exaſperate 
him againſt his Brother, but he knew 
the Souldiers inclination to Solimar, 
who was of an aGtive, undertaking 
ſpirit, and capable of raiſing great 
troubles in the State, if he ſhould at- 
ter the example of the Orromaen Prin- 
ces, endeavour to free himſelf, and 
affet the Empire, Aehomes who had 
never ſeriouſly made theſe refleions, 
and did notat all diſtruſt Soliman, ſuf- 
fered him to live at liberty ; but the 
young. Princes imprudence , in repi- 
ning at his Brothers refuſal , opened 
-the Sultans eyes, and made him re- 

reflect on what the GrendVifier had re- 
preſented tohim. The Sedition that 
happened afterwards at Conſtantinople, 


cauled him to watch $Soliman's behz- 
v10ur more narrowly, In 
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 Inthe mean time Prince $o/iman mi- 
ſtruſted nothing, Ambition was nor 
his predominate paſhon , he loved 
hunting as well as the Grand Signzor, 
always following him to that ſport, 
and ſometimes he went alone. Bur 
this exerciſe did not ſo take him up, 
but that he was well enough pleaſed 
with another, which is the uſual! em- 
ployment of people of his age. His 
Brother was the moſt amorous Prince 
in the world, nor was he leſs inclined 
to gallantry himſelf; but he loved to 


keep it ſecrer, not affeRing to make 


a noiſe with his pleaſures. He long 
ſoughr' for an obje& worthy of his 
kindneſs; and art laſt Zizim Morat 
Baſſe by an extraordinary adventure 
furniſhed him with ſuch an one as he 
deſired. The Sangiac of Smyrna, who 


was akin to this Baſſa, had ſent him 


a very pretty Slave, which he bought 
of a Corſair Tartar , and brought up 
with a great deal of care, to make a 
Preſent of her to the Grand Sigmor, 
according .to the cuſtom of the Go- 
vernors of Provinces,and Cities, who 


by this means, acquire, and preſerve

_— The Hiſtory of 
his Highnefſes favour. The $Samic 
Sines who looked on Zizim Mort 
as his Patron at the Port, deſired him 
topreſent her tothe Seltay, who was 


to eſtabliſh the Seat of the Empire, 
as Soliman the fixſt of that name ſur- 
named the Adagnificent had done be- 
fore. The Balſ deferred the acquit- 
ting himſelf of Siz«z's Commiſſion 
till the Grexd Sigpiors return to Lariſſa, 
where he ſpends moſt part of the year, 
as well for the beauty of the place, 
which is the fineſt in all Theſſaly, 3s 

for the convenience of Hunting . in 
the great Forreſts about ic. He was 
an intimate friend of Prince Soliman, 
who 2 few days after came thither 
with his: Brother. Zizim Morat told 
him he had a Preſent to make to his 
Highneſs, which would without 
doubt be well received ; but that it 
mult be kept ſecree, left the Grand 
Sultana (hould come to hear of it, who 
would hate him mortally if he ſhould 
know that he prefecred 2 new Fa-

then at Adrienople, where he intended 
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to him, which made Solimen defirous 
to ſee her , before ſhe was delivered 
co the Emperor his Brother. The Bef- 
ſs not dreaming of what would hap- 
pefl, carried him home with him, aad 
ſhewed him the fair Slave, with whom 
he fell deſperately in love. He made 
no ſecret of it to Zizim, but rold him 
with a great deal of joy, that ſhe was 
abſolute miſtriſs of his heart , and 
conjured him to give him a proof of 
his friendſhip, by lerting him have the 
young Slave, The Baſſ« uled ſtrong 
arguments to the contrary, and told 
him that he could not betray the truſt 
the Sexpiac of S$1979rne repoſed in him, 
without being at the ſame time 
falſe to the Grand Signior, who would 
puniſh them both if he came to know 
it. Bur amorous So/iman anſwered 
his arguments with ſo much force, 
and eloquence, convincing him, that 
it mighr be eaſily kept ſecrer, fince 
the Sz/tan was 1g00rant of it, and the 
abſent Sexoiac could never diſcover it, 
that at laſt friendſhip ſurmounted ail 
other conſiderations, and he granted 
his requeſt. Soliman embrace _ 
thou- 
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thouſand times, and having expreſſed | 
how much he was obliged to him, 
"_y contrived how they ſhould con- 
ceal this Beauty from the Sultan, that 
e might not find out Soltman's trei- 
,and Aorat's falihood, They could 
think of no better way than to keep 
herin a Country houſe which Zizm 
had in the pleaſant Valley of Janis, 
heretofore the delicious Tempe, wa- 
tered by the famons River Pene:, be- 
tween the Mountains of Ofſ« and 
Olympw. In that Country there is 2 
Forreſt, the ſame that yirgi/ ſpeaks of, 
where the Grend Signior often hunts, 
and Soliman with him, who then vi- 
fits the fair Zulemaj, without being 
taken notice of. This laſted ſomed 
time, during which Soliman's life was 
as: happy as Zalems; could make it, 
who loved him, and wanted no 
charms to engage him. She was per- 
fetly well ſhaped ; her complexion 
. was ſo bright that ir dazled thoſe 
who beheld it, her hair was brown; 
her eyes black, and full, her mouth 


little, her lips juycy,her reeth white, 
and well ſer : he had a ſweetneſs 1n

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her'chin, and the midſt of her cheeks 
that became her wonderfully when 
ſhe ſpoke. Her neck was well ſhaped, 
2s alſo her arms and hands, her car- 
lags was noble, her ſpeech pleafiog, 
and her humor the beſt in the world. 


Solimant'was tall, and ſtrait ; his

round, his complexion ſmooth, and 
white z his forehead large, and bigh, 
his eyes blue, and ſmiling, his nofe a 
little aquiline, his mouth pretty, his 
min great, his humor magnificent, and 
his nature very generous. His incli- 
. nations are like the Grand Sioniors, 
but he is a little more impatient and 
quick, His ſoul is noble, and extreme- 


ly gratefal, and his temper ſo

placent, that he eaſily gains the 


friendſhip of all men. 


Theſe two Lovers freely enjoyed the 
pleaſures of mutual love, but oneday 
chance brought the $u/tan to Zjizim 


Morat's Country houſe , where the

reſt, The Grand Signior being thirſty , 
came alone to this houſe to refreſh 
himſelf, and there ſeeing the Boſtaze?'s 
or Gardeners Daughter, he like

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very well, The good man preſent! 
found who he was, and told his Wit. 
Zabraof it, They were both over- 
joyed to ſee that their daughter plea- 
ſed the Seltan, and commanded her 
to uſe all her art to engage him, 
and deſerve his favour , their good 
fortune depending upon it, They 
endeavoured to conceal Zalemat from 
the Grand Sigzior , fearing her beauty 
wonld ecliple 4bdimei's , with whom 
he was ſo well pleaſed, that he deſired 
them to take care of her, and let no 
body elle ſee her, promiſing to come 
and viſither often, .

| at laſt. Adahomer has ever had a grea-

Wives, and avoids doing any thing 
that may make her jealous, who loves 
him ſo tenderly, that ſhe follows him 
where ever he goes , and ſeldom 
leaves him but when ſhe lies in. 
Therefore he was glad of having 4

med the Grand Signior, ſoon gueſled 
why he would have killed his Bro- 
ther, when ſhe beheld Zalemai, belie- 
ving her to be the cauſe of his lofing 
his way ſooften in the Forreſt ; and 
that having found Soliman courting 
his Miſtreſs, he would have lain him, 
She took his aſtoniſhment at the ſight Þ 
of Zulemai to be affected, and threat-' F 
ned to puniſh her for being the cauſe 
of ſuch diſorder, but the Sa/ta» com- 
preheading her meaning, after he had 
commanded Solirmaxy to be ſeized on, 
proteſted he had never ſeen her be-. 
fore, and to juſtifie what he ſaid, 
feat for the Gardener , who without 
mentioning the intrigue between the 
Emperor,and his Daughter, who w25 
opportunely hid , related the ſtory of 
Zulemai, and Soliman, who confirmed 
it, and diſcovered the other particu- 
ars of his adventure to the Sultan:

curiofity made him open it, where he 
found Solimen with a Dagger in his 
hind, juſt coming out to murder him;

The Su/tans being ſatisfied with this. 
Relation, never {uſpedted Mahomet's 
fidelity, but requeſted him co pardon 
his Brother, and accept of his juſtifi--.

The Grand.Signior was ſo diſpleaſed 
at his Brothers falſhood in depriving 
him of this beautiful Slave that with 
great difficulty he promiſed the Sulta- 
»4 not to reſent it, and gave him leave 
fo live in the Seraglio at Conſtantinople 
with his Miſtreſs, whoſe removal from 
his Highneſſes ſight was no little ſa- 
tisfaQtion to Zachs, 

Soliman's confinement to the eld 
Seraglio , which is the uſual Priſon of 
| | R 3 the 
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the Orfoimen Princes that come not to 
reign, was rendered-leſs inſupport- 
avle by the company of his beloved 
Znlemai : but his diſgrace had like to 
have cauſed great diſorders. 1t was 
reported that the Su/tsny would have 
killed him with his own hand , at 
which the Town of Conſtantinople, and 
the Fanizaries who love Soljman, were 
extremely alarmed : They knew not 
the particulars of the adventure, and 
told the ſtory much to the Grand 5- 
aiers diſadvantage, with whom they 
were diſſatisfied, They accuſed him 
of- cruelty, and as they are wont to 
do, tobk hold of this occaſion to raiſe 
a Sedition, under pretence of preſer- 
ving the lives of the Su/rans Brothers, 
whom-they required to be delivered 
into their hands. The Sultana F aliat 
who-by experience knew the danger 
of thoſe rumults, thought the belt 
way to appeaſe the Mutineers, was t0 
rngiagtley where ſhe hoped to 
ave ſome influence on the Inhabi- 
rants, and the 7azizeries , who have 
ever been very reſpectful to her, This 
Princeſs was ſomewhat ——_— 
| - $þ with 


with her Sons carriage towards her, 
who lighted her advice, and repined 
to ſee her continue in chat authority 
which ſhe had exerciſed ſince the be- 
inning of his Reign. Beſides , the 
Grand Sultans looked enviouſly upon 
her, and could not endure ſhe ſhould 
be more abſolate than her (elf. The 
Sultana Yalide who always loved her 
Son extremely , was glad of an occa- 
ſion of doing him a conſiderable ſer- 
vice, and of abſenting her ſelf fron 
the Port. Therefore ſhe parted from 
Adrianople with a train ſuitable to her 
quality, and made a magnificent en- 
try into Conflantineple , where ſhe en- 
deavoured to quiet the people, and 
the Fanizarics , and to divert them 
from requiring the Grand Signiors Bro- 
thers to be delivered to them, fearing 
they would make Prince So/zman , for 
whom they had a particular kindneſs, 
Emperor ; ſhe promiſed them that ng 
violence ſhould be offered to the 
young Princes, and proteſted ſhe 
would ſooner die her ſelf, than ſuffer 
any attempt to be made on their, 


lives, In order to which ſhe not only 
| | R 4 took 
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took them into her proteion, but 
aſſured them ſhe would not ftic out of 
the Seraglio,till the Grand Sipniur came 
back to ge, where the Peo- 
ple , and the Souldiers defired he 
would make his conſtant abode : but 
the S»/taz would not hearken to his 
Mathers ſolicitations , perſiſting in 
his reſolution of not returoing thi- 
ther any more, in which he was con- 
firmed, by being informed that the 
Grand Vifier fomented the Sedition of 
the Jartzaries in that City , and en- 
couraged them to place Prince Sol- 
9m4n On the Throne, Theſe Impo- 
ſtures were affirmed with ſo many cir- 
cumſtances, that how good an opi- 
 hion ſoevyer this Highneſs ought to 
have had of his firſt Minilters fideli- 
> he could not chooſe but believe 
m : yet to haveaconvincing proot 

of the Treaſon he was acculed of, 
and toput his obedience ro the utwoll 
tria], he ordered him to ſend him the 
veal of the Empire , which he had 
need of, and to bring back the ref: of 
the Troops as ſoon 2s he could, The 
diſorder at Conſtantinople increaſing 
every 
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every day , enraged him fo much, 
that in the: heighth. of his anger he 
repented of his paſt credulity , and 
clemency xz and to take away all pre- 
tences of revolt, ſent an expreſs com» 
mand to the Sultans Yalide to ſtrangle 
his Brothers: but this order being 
diſcovered to the Tanizaries, was im- 
mediately ſpread overall the Town, 
where the people joyned with the 
Souldiers to beſiege the Seraghio ; 
threatning the S#/tans terribly if ſhe 
executed the Grand Sieniors command. 

\ This wiſe Princeſs had much ado 
to appeaſe them by letting them ſee 
Soliman , Bajazet , and Orchanes, and 
ſhewed themſelves very ſenſible of 
her kindneſs to them ; eſpecially $9- 
liman, who ſtill reſpets her as much - 
as if ſhe were his own Mother, and 
not withont reaſon, for ſhe has ſa+ 
ved his life twice. She abhorred her 
Sons inhumanity, and ſent him word, 
that her affeftion to him , and care of 
his preſervation and glory , -kept her 
from obeying his orders, fince it was 
certain, that if ſhe ſhould put his Bro- 
thers to death, the Jarizaries would 
ended. 
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endeavour to revenge their murthers 
on his own perſon. She put him in 
mind of his Father 1brihim, and his 
other Anceſtors, who periſhed in the 
FaRions of the Militia, and the peo- 
| ple and conjured him not to occaſion 

is own ruine by that of his Brothers, 
whom ſhe defired, him to look upon as 
innocent, and notto think that the 
honour they had to be allied to him 

rendred them criminal, or engaged 
_ them in any ſeditious tumults, More- 
over, ſhe upbraided him ſeverely for 
his cruelty, which was ſo contrary to 
the education ſhe had given him, and 
that good nature which had hitherto 
made him deteſt the barbarous Ma- 
xims of his Predeceflors. 

In the mean time the Grand Vier 
knowing that the Grand Signioxs dil- 
pleaſure proceeded rather from the il! 
condition of his affairs at Conſtantin» 
ple, than from any real anger , and 
that the SeliZar his Favourite had, to 
fatisfie his hatred, cauſed him-to ſend 
this injurious order. He was no more 
- Concerned at it than at ſuch another 
which he received before; and only

he had ſtill fifry thouſand men lefr to

- fes powerin a little time, notwith- 
ſtanding the malice of his enemies, 
who hindered him from ſending the 
Succors he demanded: and that he 
was ready to deliver the Golden Seal 
to whom ſoever he ſhould judge wor- 
thy of it, as foon as he pleaſed to 
= him further notice, Afﬀter this 

e endeavoured to hinder the beſieged 
from receiving any relief, bur in vain ; 
for the Duke of Beaufort arrived at 
the Iſland with a Fleet of fourſcore 
Ships, and landed an Army of twelve 
thouſand men, which onr invincible 
Monarch ſent to (axdis, moved by his 
own generoſity, and. the requeſt of 
Pope Clement the Ninth, and the Ye- 
netians, When their Embaſſador came 
to demand the Marqueſs of $r. Andre 
Mentbrun, of his Moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty, toſucceed the Marqueſs de Yile,

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led, in the command of the Yenctiu 
Infantry. F & 

The Duke of Navailles, who wi 
Generalof the Army, had no ſooner 
landed his men, but he gave order to 
attack the Grand Vifier in his Tren- Þ 
Ches ; he: was followed by the Duke 
of Beaufort , and his Nephew the 
Chevalier de Vendoſme, whoat the head: 
of. a great many Officers, and illuſtri- 
ous Volunteers ,- marched in-good or- 
derto charge the Enemies , who pre- 
pared to reſiſt them as vigorouſly , as 
they had before defended themſelves 
from the attempts of AMonfieur ac ls 
Feaillade : but the Twrks found this 
Liſt encounter much more violent 
than the former. They could not 
withſtand the Kings Muſqueteers, 
commanded by Aoxfiewr Colbert ie 
eMaslevrier, and the (ount de Mont- 
brun , with the reſt of the French 
Troops $ and they began to give 
ground, when the Grand Yifier per- 
ceiving their diſorder, went from 
rank to rank, encouraging them to 
continue the Combat , which they 
_ Vere ready to haye guitted, On the 
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other fide the Duke of Nevailks be- 
haved himſelf like a great Captain, 
and an experienced General. The 
Admiral the Duke of Beaufort expo- 
| ſed Hhimſelf-ro the greateſt dangers, 
without any care-of his perſon, The 
Chevalier de YVendoſme , though not 
above fourteen years old, fignalized. 
his courage in the formoſt ranks. 
The Duke of Chaſteau Thierry Cid 
wonders at” the head of his Regi- 
| ment; and his Brother the Chewvaher 
de Bonillon following his example, re- 
ceived a bruiſe in his Belly, which 
forced him to leave the Fight, Theſe 
brave men, and the reſt of the Volun- 
teers animated the Souldiers to fight 
like Lions; inſomuch that the 0z70- 
men General ſeeing his men yield to 
the French , who advanced to drive 
the Fanizeries from their Poſt , cau- 
ſed the Mines to be ſprung, which he 
had made to ftop the progreſs of the 
Chriſtian Army. The horrid noiſe 
and fire which roſe all at.once in the 
midſt of the French Troops, ſurpriſed 
and ſcattered them, Their Genera], 


and the Duke of Zeasfort, did. all they 
| | could

could to rally them ; bur not being 
ſeconded as they were promiſed þ 
the Town, they were oppreſled with 
numbers, and forced to retreat, and 
reimbarque after the death of the 
Dake —_ » Who had perfor- 
med all that.conld be expected from 
a Hero. Many Officers and Gentle- 
men of Quality periſhed in this en- 
gagemenr, but none was ſo deplored 
a$ thisgreat man. 

"The Grand Viſiter ſeeing theſe dan- 
gerous enemies retreat, doubted not 
but that the beſieged, who wholly re- 
lied on the French Succors , were 
infinitely diſcouraged. He choſe out 
ten thouſand of his beſt Souldiers to 
make an afſault at noon-day, and to 
let the Yenetians (ee that he was per- 
fetly informed of the condition of 
the Town. He ſpoke (o reſolutely 
to his men, and promiſed them ſuc- 
ceſs with ſs much confidence, that 
they behaved themſelves at this time 
more couragiouſly than ever : but 
they were entertained ſo warmly by 
the Chriſtians, and ſo bravely repul- 
ſed, that their General interpreted 

= | their 
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their vigorous defence tobe the effet_ 
of the gallantry of thoſe French who 
ſtaid to ſee the eyent of the Siege, 
and to hold the place to the very laſt. 
However he renewed his affaults ſo 
often, and the Forces of the beſieged 
diminiſhed ſo faſt, that the Gezeraiiſ- 
fimo Moroſini , ſeeing there was no 
probability of preſerving the City, 
was conſtrained to capitulate, and 
ſurrender on very advantagious con- 
ditions , confidering the miſerable 
ſtare the Town was reduced to. 

It was agreed on that the City, 
and all the Iſland of Candia ſhould be 
delivered to the Yifier Azem ; that 
the principal Forts , together with 
the little adjacent Iſlands, which 
were in the Yenetians poſſeſſion , and 
all cheir other Iſlands in the Archipe- 
lago, and the other Seas, ſhould re- 
main inthe Commonwealths power : 
| that they ſhould keep the Fort of 
Cliſſa, and the other places they had 
conquered in Dalmatia , and Albania : 
that neither party ſhould be obliged 
to give the other any ſum of money, 


upon: any private pretence or title 
whats 
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whatever: that the Generaliſims «| 
the Yeretian Troops might carry from 

thence three hundred pieces of Can- 
non, with all the warlike Ammuniti- 
on, and Proviſions that were there: 
that the Souldiers ſhould march out 
with their Arms, and Baggage :.that 
the Inhabitants who wonld not ſtay 
there might go whither they pleaſed 
with their Families , and Goods: 
that the Chriſtians might take with 
them all the Reliques , and other 
things that belonged to the Church: 
that all Priſoners ſhould be freed on 
both ſides: and that there ſhould be 
an inviolable Peace between the two 
Nations. 
_  Allrheſe Articles being drawn up, 
were preſented to the Grand Yiſir , 
who preſently figned them, though 
F they were ſomewhat too advantagi- 
14 ous for a place that could hold out no 
=. longer ; but he had urgent reaſons 
that obliged him to grant theſe con- 
ditions, and to haſten the concluſion 
| of aPeace. -He had news from Con- 


ftantinople that the troubles continued 
there, which he fear'd would be very 


pre” 
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prejudicial-to-the Scate , and the 
Grand Signior : beſides, he apprehen- 
ded that the freſh Succors which the 
King of Fraxce, and the Pope were 
ſending under the Condu of the 
eMareſchal de Bellefonds , might retard 
the taking of Candia , which would 
be more inconvenient to him than all 
the favourable clauſes that he gran- 
| tedtothe Chriſtians. Therefore he 
| received the Keys of the place with 

great ſatisfaftion, and gave him that 
bronght them a Purſe full of Se/ta- 
”izes, and fent rich Preſents to the 
Venetian General ; who not to be be- 
hind-hand with him in Magnificence, 
fent him an handſom ſervice of Ve- 
netian Glaſſes, and ſeveral other cu- 
rious things, which the Grand Yifter 
received very civilly, and gave 2 
conſiderable fam of mony to thoſe 
who brought them, 

The JYenetians being retired, he 
made his entry into Candies, whither 
the principal Officers of his Army 
came to complement him : he recei- 


ved them with a great deal of mode- 
I _ ty, 
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Ny. ©1 expe nor, ſaid he to them; | 
** any rejoycing . or extraordinary 
* pomp herein a place that has cot 
«us fo dear, over whole ruines we 
« ought rather to weep. His aſtoniſh. 
ment increaſed at every ſtep he made F 
in the Town ; - and the deſolation - 
he met with every where augmented 
his good opinion of che Chriſtians, 
who had fo valiantly defended the

ched. a condition. After this he 
bountifully rewarded his Souldiers, 
and diſpatched a Courrier to Adriane- 


ple » tO give the Grand Sig mior notice. 


pf the taking of (andis; and to |et 


im know that he was now ready to 
go povats of his Fidelity which had 

en ſuſpected; and that in a ſhort 
time he would be at (onſtantinep!: 
with. fifty thoufand well diſciplin'd 
men, to reduce and puniſh thoſe who 
had flighted his Highneſs, and had 
made ule of his abſerfce,- ro mutiny, 
and diſturb the Empire, This unex- 
pected news was exceeding welcome 
tO the Grand Signior, who lived in 
ſtrange 
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_— apprehenſion of the tumults 
which daily increaſed at Conflantine- 
ple. He thought he could never 
enough commend his firſt Miniſter, 
whom he fully abſolved, notwith- 
ſtanding all the ill impreſſions of his 
enemies ; declaring openly, that 
Achmet Coprogli was the prop of the 
Otroman Empire ; and that none but 
he was capable of ſuch brave Expe- 
ditions, or could have ſo happily en- 
ded a Siege that had laſted fave and 
twenty years. Hefſent him the Ra-, 
tification of the Articles of Peace, 
with a rich Cimarr embroidered with 
Gold, and a Scimitar ; the Handle, 
Guard, and Scabbard of which were 
ſer with Diamonds, and Stones of 
ineſtimable value z withal aſſuring 
him that he would receive the Chewva- 
\ lier Molino kindly, whom the Repub- 
-lique deſigned to ſend to him with 
Preſents for himſelf, the Sultanaz Ya- 
lide, the Great Sultana, and the chief 
of the Port, He likewiſe gave him 
notice that he had nominated Com- 


miſfioners to go into Dalmatia, and 
> other 
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other places where their preſence 
would be neceſlary to regulate the 
bounds of the Yenerian Territories, 
and to remove all difficulties that 
might hinder the conclufion of a firm 
_ and laſting Peace. 

The Yifier Azem having procured 
this Peace , omitted nothing that 
might eſtabliſh it, and puncually per- 
formed all that he promiſed, He was 
ſo careful not to -violate the Treaty , 
with the Yexetians , and to ſhew the 
+ ſincerity of his intentions , that he 
cauſed ſome Turks to be impaled for 
abufing the Chriſtians at Sude , con- 
trary to his Proclamation, that they 
ſhould do them no wrong upon pain 
of death; and treated the Priſoners 
that were in his Army very civilly, 
and fer them at liberty, after he had 
given them ſeveral marks of his gc 
neroſity. | 
When he had ordered all things 
neceflary for the conſervation of the 
Iſland of Candic, he prepared to march 
with the reſt of his Troops to Con/{4#- 
#1neple, where the news of his Con-

261 
queſts, and defign to chaſtiſe the Mu- 
tineers, quickly calmed the Sedition ; 
and thoſe who had been moſt active 
_ init, provided for their ſafery by 
flight 5 which obliged: the Su/ter, 
who might perhaps apprehend the- 
Vifiers approach with ſo powerful an 
Army, to order him to; ſend forty - 
thouſand men towards Meche, and 
Medina , to puniſh the incendiaries 
that were retreated thither, that they 
might diſturb the remoteſt Provinces 
of the Empire, where they had ta- 
ken away the ;rich. Offerings which 
the Grand Signior ſent to Mahomer's 
Temple, and had lain the Officers, 
and Fanizaries that carried them. 
Ahmet Coprogli obeyed the Sultans - 
commands ſo exaRtly , that the Cri- 
minals ſoon received the puniſhment 
they deſerved,and yet marcked on to 
Conſtantinople, where the Sedition was 
not (o well laid |, but that there was . 
ſtill a ſecsert Faction among the Fant- 
zaries, againſt his Highneſs, and the 
Grand Yifier. The Emperor adyerti- 


ſed him of it, that he might haſten

his march to that City, when his pre- 
ſence was abſolutely neceſſary. When 
he arrived there, he'was of opinion 
that the ſureſt way to put an end to

where they might not be able to plot

take a new War, he adviſed the Grand 
Signior to maintain a good underſtand. 
ing between himſelf and thoſe Prin- 
ces who might oppoſe his deſigns. 
From thence he took occaſion to com- 
mend the extraordinary valour of the 
French , aſfaring him that they only 
had retarded the taking of Canara, 45 
they had before ſtayed the progres of 
his Arms in Hungary ;, and inflamed 
him with a defire of conrracting 2n 
alliance with the King of Fraxce, and 
ſending an 'Embaſſador to him to im-

ay » Curing the vacancy of the 
Throne, by the voluntary abdication 
of King Cazimir , who being tired 
with che cares that attend Royalty, 
put it jato his Subjects power to ele& 
another King. Several Princes pre- 
tended to be choſen, but none ſo ear- 
neſtly.as the great Duke of Moſcory, 
who had a mind to place this Crown 
on his Sons head, The Succors which 
he ha aſſiſted the Polanaers with to 
repul e the T artars, who broke 1nto 
their Territories with a vaſt Army, 
ſeemed fo countenance his pretenli- 
ons, He fancied that the under. hand 
dealings of Doreſensko, the General of 
the Coſecks , would gain him all the 
YoIces of the States; but the EleQi- 
on of Prince Michel wichveski convin- 
ced bim that the Faction of Sobtesk; 
Great Mareſchal of poland, was the 
moſt powerful,as tending to the good | 
of the Kingdom: wherefore finding 
his expectations fruſtrared , he quit-

which was ever accounted inexpug-. 
nable, and of the whole Ukrainz and 
doubtleſs they would not have ſtop- 
ped there, if the preparations of the 
Perſian Sophy had not interrupted their 
progreſs, and cauſed the Y:fter to re- 
cal the Ottoman Troops tooppole him,

tence, not only to _ his Troops: 
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The Hiſtory of 
the Grand Signior. Thus this King- 
dom obtained a Truce which he 
broke the next year, to continue the 
War, and force the Poles to pay the 
Grad Signior the Tribute he deman- 
ded. Thedeath of King Michel bap- 
pening at this time, ſeemed to open 
- the way to the defigns of the Turks, 
if they had known how to make uſe 
of ſo favourable a conjunRure to have 
extended their Conqueſts. They al- 
ſembled their divided Troops , that 
they might form a more conſiderable 
body of an Army , ſo that being uni- 
red , without comprehending the 
walachians , and cMoldeviens , they 3 
mounted to about two and thirty 
thouſand men under the conduct of 
three Generals, the chief of which 
was Soliman 4ge, who commanded the 
Janizaries, Uſſain Spahiler Agaſi , 0! 
the Colonel of the Spahies comman- 
ded the Horſe, and Caplan Baſſa led 
the Forces of the Afiatique Provin- 
ces, They thought of nothing leſs 
than by taking of Leopold, which re- 
fuſed to pay con;ribytion, to advance 
farther 
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farther into the Country, *But the 
Grand Mareſchal Sobiesk; General of 
the Poliſb Army , not thinking fir to 
expe them, reſolved to hinder their 
progreſs, though he was much inferi- 
or to his enemies in ſtrength, He 
cauſed the General of Zithuania to 
' joyn him with his Troops, that they 
might ſtop the paſlage of the Turks, 
who had retrenched themſelves in a 
very ſtrong Camp, as well by fitua- 
tion, as by the Works, and Fortifica- 
tions they had raiſed about it. The 
Turkiſh Camp was raiſed on all fides, 
being bounded the South by Downs, 
and ſteep Rocks on the fide of the 
River Nieſfter, over which they had 
laid a Bridge, with an Half-moon at 
the end of it, to defend it towards 
Caminieck, which is about four leagues 
off. On the Eaſt it was covered by 
the Caſtle of Corzchin, with which ir 
had *"communication, by means of 
a little Bridge over ſome flowed 
ground, On the North it was 
ſtrengthened by a Trench, and an

The Great phe _— arrived 


at this Camp the \ninch of 0fvber, 
167;. planted two Batteries of Can- 
non, to anſwer the enemies who fired 
continually. After this he wrought ſo 
far on the Hoſpodars of walachia, and 
Moldavia, who came not to the War, 
bur through a forced obedience, as to 
perſwade them to deſert the Turks 25 
ſoon as the fight began: bur the Hoſ- 
podars fearing their correſpondence 
would be diſcovered, and their de- 
ſign prevented, retreated the night 
following » leaving part of their 
Troops to the Poles, who immediate- 
ly ſeized on their Poſt, when Gene- . 
ral Sobjeshi advancing to obſerve the 
enemies poſture, and finding there 
was a preat diſturbance in their 
Camp, cauſed without doubt by the 
departure of the walschians, and Mo!- 


davians : he thought it expedient t0

make advantage of their diſorder, 
and without more delay, brought the 
Lithuanian Foot to force the Camp in 
the weakeſt place, ordering his Horſe 
to cover them and oppoſe the enemies 
ſally, while he attacked them in an-

the Turks ſtoutly repulſed the Lithaa- 
nians, and made the Poles themſelves 
give ground, he put himſelf at the 
head of the Palatine of Raffia's Dra- 
goons, and alighting from his Horſe, 
in the ſight of all the Army, went to 
the aſſault, in fo difficult a place, that 
he had much ado toclimb up to the 
trop; from whence with a bravery no 
leſs admirable than that of Alexander 
the great, when he leaped into the 
Town of the Oxidracans: the Great 
Sobieski threw himſelf into the Orto- 
may Camp, where he alone ſupported 
all the brunt, giving ſome of his va-
